OF  THE  ST.  CATHARINES  BOARD  OF  TRADE 
FOR    /900. 

The  Council  of  the  Board  have  the  honor  to  present  to  the 
members  a  summary,  showinjgf  the  position  and  progress  of  the 
trade,  commerce  and  industries  of  St.  Catharines  for  the  year  1900. 

According  to  the  returns  of  the  Custom  House  the  direct 
foreign  imports  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were  $1,303,732.  The 
foreign  exports  were  $374,545.  The  customs  returns  represent  a 
fraction  only  of  the  total  volume  of  business. 

The  number  of  letters  and  postcards  posted  at  the  St. 
Catharines  Post  Office  was  742.924.  The  total  number  of  mail 
matter  posted  was  857,388. 

Although  there  is  no  record  kept  of  the  number  received 
it  must  certainly  have  equalled  the  number  posted  at  least, 
making  the  total  number  passing  through  the  Post  Office  in  1900 
1,700,000. 

The  produce  of  the  fields,  orchards,  mines,  factories,  mills, 
forests  and  fisheries  of  Canada  greatly  increased.  In  the  general 
commercial  activity  and  industrial  expansion  of  the  business 
world  St.  Catharines  played  its  part  energetically,  and  shared  in 
the  resulting  prosperity. 

In  fact  1900  was  the  most  prosperous  year  the  city  experi- 
enced in  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Business  in  general  was  good. 
The  growth  and  progress  everywhere  apparent  afford  encourage- 
ment for  the  future.  Although  subject  to  active  competion  in 
many  lines,  it  was  attended  with  profit. 

The  bankruptcies  were  only  three  in  number,  with  the  total 
liabilities  under  $18,000. 

The  drygoods,  hardware,  grocery  and  most  other  branches  of 
retail  mercantile  business,  exhibited  a  satisfactory  increase,  yet 
without  any  visible  manifestation  of  recklessness  or  extravagance 
either  on  the  part  of  the  merchants  and  dealers  in  carrying  un- 
safely large  stocks  of  goods,  or  their  customers  in  making  their 
purchases.  Merchants  met  their  bank  paper  with  promptitude. 
Their  customers  manifested  less  disposition  to  ask  for  credit  than 
formerly.     Cash  transactions  on  the  best  terms  were  the  rule. 

The  opening  up  of  electric  railway  communication  by  the 
Niagara,  St.  Catharines  and  Toronto  Railway  between  Niagara 
Falls  and  St.  Catharines  brought  hundreds  of  new  customers  to 
the  mercantile  establishments  of  this  city.     Under  the   stimulus 


of  this  influx  of  new  and  profitable  business,  the  merchants  are 
making  it  their  aim  to  carry  the  best  quality  and  the  larg-est  pos- 
sible variety  of  styles  of  goods.  In  these  important  particulars 
they  aim  at  and  have  actually  attained  equality  with  much  larger 
cities. 

On  June  first,  1900,  the  Michigan  Central  Railway  manage- 
ment terminated  the  interchange  of  traffic  at  Niagara  Falls  with 
the  Niagara,  St.  Catharines  &  Toronto  Railway,  which  had  gone 
on  for  years  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  both  railways.  The 
effect  of  this  unjustifiable  and  illegal  proceeding  was  to  subject 
the  freight  traffic  of  St.  Catharines  to  the  Grand  Trunk  monopoly, 
to  overcome  which  was  one  of  the  principal  objects  in  construct- 
ing the  Niagara,  St.  Catharines  &  Toronto  Railway,  This 
Board  of  Trade  led  in  a  vigorous  effort  to  induce  the  M.  C.  R. 
management  to  consent  for  a  restoration  of  the  interchange  of 
traffic  between  the  two  railways.     The  move  was  successful. 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  extension  of  this  electric 
railway  westward,  which  is  now  under  way,  will  be  the  means  of 
restoring  to  St,  Catharines  the  extensive  traffic  of  the  western 
portion  of  the  County  of  Lincoln,  of  which  it  was  deprived  when 
the  Hamilton,  Grimsby  &  Beamsville  Electric  Railway  commenc- 
ed operations  in  1895. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  the  extension  of  the  Niagara,  St. 
Catharines  &  Toronto  Railway  to  Port  Dalhousie  has  been  com- 
pleted and  opened  for  traffic.  Its  passenger  business  became  a 
success  at  once. 

The  expansion  of  the  wholesale  grocery  and  hardware  trades 
is  gratifying.  The  excellent  railway  connections  of  St.  Cathar- 
ines with  all  parts  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula  afford  every  oppor- 
tunity for  growth  to  these  important  branches  of  business. 

Building  operations  were  extensive.  All  the  building  trades 
were  fully  employed.  Sixty  buildings  were  erected  at  an  aggre- 
gate cost  of  $210,000. 

The  manufacturing  industries  of  St,  Catharines  began  the 
year  with  excellent  prospects.  As  the  year  wore  on  these  pros- 
pects were  considerably  darkened  by  the  destruction  by  fire  of 
the  extensive  Welland  Vale  Works,  the  Bicycle  Factory  building, 
the  Saw  Works  of  William  Chaplin,  and  the  Planing  Mill  and 
Box  Factory  of  the  George  Wilson  Company. 

The  Welland  Vale  Works,  the  Chaplin  Saw  Works,  and  the 
Planing  Mill  and  Box  Factory  of  the  George  Wilson  Company  are 
rebuilt  on  a  larger  scale,  and  in  a  few  weeks  will  be  in  full  oper- 
ation with  more  extensive  plants  and  a  larger  number  of  em- 
ployees than  before  the  fires.  The  establishment  of  the  Co-oper- 
ative Cycle  and  Motor  Works  from  Brantfordand  Ingersoll,  which 


have  commenced  business  in  St.  Catharines  compensates  the 
city  for  the  loss  of  the  Welland  Vale  Bicycle  Works. 

The  opening-  of  the  Kinleith  Paper  Company's  extensive 
mills  for  manufacturing-  high  class  paper  adds  gratifying^  import- 
ance to  St.  Catharines  as  a  manufacturing  centre. 

The  construction  of  two  new  flour  mills  now  in  progress  de- 
serves favorable  mention. 

The  Springbank  Saline  Spring  has  been  taken  in  hand  by 
the  Mack  Mineral  Spring:  Company,  who  aerate  and  bottle  the 
water,  producing-  a  desirable  water  for  medicinal  and  table  use. 
The  prospects  for  an  extensive  demand  for  this  water  are 
excellent. 

Another  Company,  the  Springbank  Aerated  Mineral  Water 
Company,  are  conducting:  a  similar  business  with  good  prospects 
of  success. 

Large  additions  and  improvements  have  been  made  to  the 
Welland  House  Hotel  for  purpose  of  a  sanitarium,  which  will 
add  materially  to  the  attractions  and  popularity  of  St.  Catharines 
as  a  health  and  tourist  resort. 

The  fruit  and  vegetable  canning  industry  made  a  record  in 
volume  of  output  in  1900.  The  output  was  250,000  cases,  equiva- 
lent to  18,000,000  lbs.  The  prices  realized  were  fair.  This 
industry  has  already  attained  great  development,  but  has  by  no 
means  attained  its  limit.  In  1891  there  was  only  one  canning 
factory  in  St.  Catharines.  Now  there  are  six,  giving  employ- 
ment and  support  to  hundreds  of  the  population. 

For  purpose  of  illustration  in  this  connection  attention  is 
advantageously  called  to  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  business 
of  the  L.  M.  Schenck  Canning  Company.  Starting  as  it  did 
about  six  years  ago  in  a  small  building  on  the  farm  where  the 
tomatoes  (which  were  the  sole  product  of  the  factory  at  first) 
were  grown,  the  total  output  for  the  first  year  or  two  amounting 
to  only  a  few  hundred  cases  each  season;  the  reputation  of  this 
firm  for  first-class  goods  became  so  rapidly  established  that  larger 
premises  and  greater  facilities  were  found  absolutely  necessary. 
Accordingly  a  very  suitable  location  was  secured  on  Russell 
Avenue,  and  a  factory  and  warehouse  of  large  capacity,  more 
adapted  to  the  requirements  of  their  rapidly  increasing  business, 
were  erected  about  three  years  ago. 

Since  that  time  the  Globe  brand  of  canned  fruits  and  vege- 
tables has  become  a  household  word  for  excellence  in  quality 
from  one  end  of  the  Dominion  to  the  other.  The  members  of  the 
firm  are  all  business  men  identified  with  the  fruit  interests  of  the 
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district  and  in  close  touch  with  the  boom  that  the  City  of  St. 
Catharines  is  now  experiencing-. 

Also  the  factory  of  the  Simcoe  Canning  Co.  is  referred  to  as 
an  industry  which  in  a  few  years  has  grown  to  the  dimensions  of 
the  largest  in  the  business  in  the  Niagara  District,  and  of  which 
the  products  are  of  acknowledged  superior  grrade. 

The  fruit  crop  of  this  District  was  abundant  (the  crop  of 
peaches,  apples,  and  grapes  phenomenally  so).  The  exports  of 
fresh  fruit  by  railway  to  all  parts  of  Canada,  and  by  water  to 
Toronto  and  Montreal,  from  St.  Catharines  as  the  shipping^ 
point  in  1900  aggregated  12,877,341  pounds. 

The  future  possibilities  of  the  fruit  growing^  industry  have 
no  visible  limit,  subject  however  to  rigid  observance  of  the 
following  conditions,  viz.,  raising  the  best  varieties  and  gathering 
the  fruit  at  the  proper  time  and  in  the  proper  manner,  honest, 
careful  and  skilful  packing,  uniformity  of  size  and  quality  of 
fruit  in  each  container,  so  that  the  label  ''St.  Catharines"  on 
the  container  will  be  accepted  as  certain  evidence  that  the  con- 
tents are  as  represented. 

With  the  improved  cold  storage  and  ventilating  apparatus  now 
introduced  in  handling  fruit  from  the  place  of  production  to  the 
distant  market,  prompt  dispatch  and  fair  rates  for  transportation, 
there  is  practically  no  limit,  other  than  the  available  acreage,  to 
the  fruit  growing  industry  of  the  St.  Catharines  Territory. 

The  Ontario  Grape  Growing  &  Wine  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany handled  1,200,000  lbs.  of  grapes.  Their  output  was  100,000 
gallons  of  wine. 

The  superior  cold  storage  and  shipping  facilities  provided  by 
the  St.  Catharines  Cold  Storage  &  Forwarding  Company,  Limit- 
ed, was  of  much  value  in  placing  fresh  fruits  on  the  market  in 
the  most  desirable  and    profitable  manner. 

There  are  several  other  shipping  points  for  fruit  in  the 
Niagara  fruit  zone;  St.  Catharines,  however,  is  the  most  impor- 
tant shipping  and  business  centre  of  the  great  fruit  industry  of 
this  zone  in  the  various  branches. 

The  collective  fruit  industries  of  this  city  and  the  surrounding 
country  are  a  great,  permanent  and  constantly  increasing  source 
of  wealth  and  prosperity  to  St.  Catharines, 

Local  manufactories  of  baskets  and  tin  cans  are  two  of  the 
unsupplied  wants  of  the  fruit  industries  in  St    Catharines. 

The  area  in  Canada  where  choice  fruits  can  be  raised  com- 
paratively to  the  whole  country  is  limited.  European  wants  for 
fruit  are  always  increasing.       The  fruit  consuming  population  in 
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Canada  have  the  same  characteristic.  These  conditions  are 
guaranteed  permanently  by  nature.  They  point  unerring-ly  to  a 
golden  future  for  the  St.  Catharines  fruit  producing  territory  ^ 

The  manufacture  of  bacon  and  hams  has  not  as  yet  attained 
noteworthy  development  in  St.  Catharines.  The  farmers  of  the 
Niagara  Peninsula  have  not  been  slow  in  discovering  that  raising 
good  bacon  hogs  is  a  profitable  branch  of  farming.  The  yearly 
crop  of  bacon  hogs  has  accordingly  assumed  large  proportions. 
Much  the  greater  number  of  the  hogs  are  shipped  alive  by  railway 
to  other  points  for  manufacture  into  bacon  and  hams.  This  city 
affords  an  excellent  location  for  a  large  pork-packing  establish- 
ment. 

Among  other  needs  St.  Catharines  wants  a  carriage  factory 
for  which  there  is  a  good  opening.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  near- 
ly all  the  parts  of  a  road  vehicle  are  manufactured  here,  instead 
of  shipping  them  piecemeal  to  carriage  factories  elsewhere,  which 
has  hitherto  been  the  custom,  the  preferable  course  would  be 
to  assemble  them  into  a  complete  vehicle  in  a  factory  located  in 
this  city. 

This  Council  noticed  with  hearty  approval  the  final  commit- 
tal of  the  Government  and  Parliament  of  Canada,  at  the  session 
of  1900,  to  the  speedy  enlargement,  deepening,  and  other  needful 
improvements  of  the  harbor  of  Port  Colborne,  in  order  to  afford 
safe  and  ample  accommodation  for  the  largest  craft  afloat  on  the 
upper  lakes.  These  improvements  are  in  progress.  On  their 
completion  it  is  believed  the  last  obstacle  will  be  removed  to  the 
safe  and  easy  passage  of  vessels  of  2000  tons  burthen  from  the 
farthest  western  ports  on  the  upper  lakes,  by  the  Canadian  all 
water  route  to  the  port  of  Montreal  and  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

In  order  that  St,  Catharines  may  satisfactorily  participate  in 
the  advantages  of  this  route,  wharfage  and  turning  basin  accom- 
modation on  the  new  Welland  Canal  within  the  city  limits  is  ab- 
solutely necessary.  No  measures  should  be  spared  to  obtain 
these  essential  improvements  from  the  Canadian  Government. 

Reference  to  the  map  contained  in  this  report  shows  the 
natural  boundaries  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula  to  be  Lake  Erie  on 
the  south,  Lake  Ontario  on  the  north,  and  the  broad  Niagara  River 
on  the  east.  Being  surrounded  in  this  manner  by  large  bodies  of 
water,  the  Peninsula  is  favored  with  an  exceptionally  mild  cli- 
mate.    It  is  further  favored  with  a  fertile  soil. 

The  Welland  Canal  crosses  the  Peninsula  between  the  harbor 
of  Port  Colborne  on  Lake  Erie  and  the  harbor  of  Port  Dalhousie 
on  Lake  Ontario.  Measurably  its  alignment  runs  parallel  to  the 
Niagara  River  at  an  average  distance  of  fourteen  miles  to  the 
westward. 
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The  Peninsula  is  well  supplied  with  facilities  for  transporta- 
tion by  rail  and  water  between  local  points,  and  likewise  with  the 
rest  of  Canada,  the  adjoining  United  States  and  distant  countries. 
The  Welland  Canal  accommodates  lake  vessels  of  2,000  tons  bur- 
then, which  can  pass  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board. In  this  Peninsula  there  are  several  lake  and  river  harbors. 
It  is  traversed  by  the  Grand  Trunk,  Michig^an  Central,  and  To- 
ronto, Hamilton  &  Buffalo  Railways.  There  are  five  electric 
railways  in  actual  operation,  the  Niagfara  Falls  Park  &  River 
Railway,  the  Niag-ara,  St.  Catharines  &  Toronto  Railway  (form- 
ly  the  St.  Catharines  &  Niag-ara  Central  steam  railway),  the  Port 
Dalhousie,  St.  Catharines  &  Thorold  Electric  Railway,  the 
Hamilton,  Grimsby  &  Beamsville  Electric  Railway,  and  the 
Niag^ara  Falls,  Wesley  Park  &  Clifton  Tramway. 

The  Niagara  Peninsula  is  naturally  divided  between  its  east 
and  west  limits  by  the  rocky  escarpment,  locally  called  ''  The 
Mountain,"  which  is  a  ridge  of  land  with  a  bold  front,  facing 
northward  towards  Lake  Ontario,  and  of  an  average  height  of 
320  feet  above  the  level  of  the  water  in  that  lake.  The  length  of 
this  escarpment  from  east  to  west  is  forty-five  miles.  Its  distance 
from  Lake  Ontario  ranges  from  six  miles  at  the  Niagara  River  to 
two  miles  near  Hamilton. 

Through  a  gorge  of  the  mountain,  the  Niagara  River  forces 
its  way  in  its  course  from  Lake  Erie  to  Lake  Ontario.  About  the 
middle  of  its  course  the  Niagara  River  forms  the  celebrated  Falls 
of  Niagara. 

Numerous  fertilizing  streams  run  from  the  Mountain  north- 
ward through  the  valley  intervening  to  empty  into  Lake  Ontario. 

No  more  fertile  or  beautiful  valley,  nor  one  endowed  with  a 
milder  or  more  equable  climate,  is  to  be  found  in  all  Canada,  than 
this  which  lies  between  the  mountain  and  the  southern  shore  of 
Lake  Ontario. 

The  fame  of  this  valley  as  a  fruit  growing  territory  is  unsur- 
passed, both  on  the  American  continent  and  in  Europe,  and  has 
earned  for  it  the  appellation  of  ''The  Garden  of  Canada."  Its 
productiveness  of  cereals,  vegetables,  and  every  species  of  plant 
that  grows  in  the  north  temperate  zone  is  far  above  the  average. 

From  any  point  of  observation  he  may  choose  on  the  brow  of 
the  mountain  for  the  whole  forty-five  miles  stretch  between  the 
Niagara  river  and  Hamilton,  the  spectator  can  view  an  entranc- 
ing panorama  in  this  fertile  valley.  There  are  miles  upon  miles 
of  vineyards,  and  orchards  teeming  with  every  kind  of  fruit, 
peaches,  apples,  pears,  plums,  etc.,  with  hundreds  of  acres  of 
strawberries,  and  other  small  fruits,  and  garden  vegetables,  and 
numerous  fields  planted  with  grain  and  root  crops  interspersed. 
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There  are  also  to  be  seen  the  frequent  smilingf  villag^es,  the 
City  of  St.  Catharines  and  the  spacious,  tasteful,  and  well  kept 
homes  of  the  rural  population  of  this  wealth  producing-  land. 

In  the  midsummer  of  1838,  while  making-  a  tour  through 
Upper  Canada,  Lord  Durham,  Governor  General  of  British 
America,  from  a  standpoint  on  the  brow  of  the  mountain,  as  he 
looked  northward  over  this  valley  towards  Lake  Ontario,  con- 
trasted the  rougfh  landscape  with  that  of  the  fine  farm  lands,  and 
hedge  rows,  and  rural  residences  of  England,  and  remarked  that  he 
had  never  seen  a  region  for  which  God  had  done  so  much  and 
man  so  little.  To-day,  were  the  great  English  statesman  to 
come  from  the  gfrave  and  revisit  the  scene  of  this  observation  he 
would  be  lost  in  admiration  at  the  achievements  man's  industry 
has  wrought  in  turning  this  valley  to  useful  account. 

In  the  midst  of  this  valley  at  the  point  of  junction  of  the 
Welland  Canal  and  the  DeCew  River,  the  City  of  St,  Catharines 
displays  to  view  its  stately  church  spires,  its  beautiful  and  sub- 
stantial residences  and  the  extensive  piles  of  buildings  of  its 
numerous  mills,  manufactories  and  mercantile  establishments. 

The  country  roadside  hamlet,  ''Shipman's  Corners,"  of  the 
early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  is  now  the  bustling,  active 
City  of  St.  Catharines.  This  city  is  the  largest  and  most  im- 
portant commercial,  manufacturing  and  population  centre  of  the 
Niagara  Peninsula.     The  present  population  is  10,500. 

St.  Catharines  is  well  equipped  with  all  the  public  improve- 
ments and  works,  characteristic  of  progressive  and  enlightened 
urban  communities  at  the  present  day.  Excellent  water  works, 
gas  works  and  electric  arc  and  incandescent  light  works  for  pub- 
lic and  private  use,  electric  railway  and  power  works,  sewers, 
granolithic  walks,  etc.  The  city's  educational  facilities  are  ex- 
cellent. The  free  public  schools  and  Collegiate  Institute  bring 
education  within  the  reach  of  all,  while  Ridley  College  and  De- 
mill  Ladies'  College  supply  special  requirements  for  education  of 
a  superior  grade. 

St.  Catharines  possesses  advantages  and  qualifications  that 
commend  it  to  the  favorable  attention  of  people  who  are  in  search 
of  a  location  for  settlement  suited  to  their  wants    and  ambitions. 

On  either  side  of  St.  Catharines  are  the  neighboring  and  ad- 
jacent villages  of  Port  Dalhousie  and  Merritton  and  the  town  of 
Thorold,  which,  although  under  separate  municipal  governments, 
for  all  practical  purposes  constitute  suburban  portions  of  the  city. 
Their  population  is  in  the  aggregate  6,500. 

St.  Catharines,  Port  Dalhousie,  Merritton  and  Thorold  are 
the  outgrowth  primarily  of  the  Welland  Canal  and  the  water 
privileges  and  powers  created  by  it. 
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WATER    POWER. 

The  water  power  created  by  the  Welland  Canal  has  been  a 
mainstay  of  those  communities  since  the  origfinal  opening  of  the 
Canal  in  1829.  This  power  is  very  considerable  in  amount. 
There  are  twenty-five  locks  with  twelve  feet  fall  at  each  lock  in 
the  descent  of  the  Canal  from  the  top  of  the  Niagara  escarpment 
at  Thorold  to  the  level  of  the  water  of  Lake  Ontario  at  Port  Dal- 
housie.  Each  lock  thus  creates  a  water  privilege  available  to 
operate  mills  and  manufactories.  The  water,  after  use  at  each 
privilege,  passes  to  a  level  of  the  Canal  below.  In  effect  the 
same  volume  of  water  is  capable  of  being  used,  and  is  actually 
used,  twenty-five  times  in  this  distance — about  eight  miles.  Since 
Lake  Erie  furnishes  the  water  supply,  being  in  fact  the  mill 
pond,  it  is  at  once  perceived  that  the  water  privileges  of  the  Wel- 
land Canal  are  unfailing. 

Contrasted  with  water  privileges  on  natural  streams,  the 
superior  recommendations  of  the  Welland  Canal  water  privileges 
are  these — the  rental  charged  by  the  Canadian  Government  to  the 
users  of  the  Welland  Canal  water  for  power  purposes,  and  for 
sites  on  Welland  Canal  lands  for  mills  and  manufactories,  is  nom- 
inal,—the  mill  owners  and  manufacturers  are  relieved  from  all  ex- 
pense upon  dams,  ponds,  waste  weirs,  etc.,  ordinarily  necessary 
for  the  development  .and  maintenance  of  water  power  on  natural 
streams— the  water  supply  is  unfailing— and  lastly,  there  are  no 
topographical  obstacles  or  difficulties  to  contend  with. 

Accordingly  the  water  power  created  and  available  in  St. 
Catharines  and  its  neighbors.  Port  Dalhousie,  Merritton  and 
Thorold,  from  the  locks,  levels  and  hydraulic  races  on  the  Wel- 
land Canal,  has  been  instrumental  to  the  establishment  of  many 
mills  and  manufactories  in  all  the  four  places,  and  to  the  past  and 
present  standing  of  this  city  especially,  as  an  important  manu- 
facturing centre. 

There  are  in  St.  Catharines  at  the  present  time  seventy  in- 
dustrial establishments  of  various  kinds  propelled  either  directly 
by  power  from  the  water  wheels,  or  indirectly  through  the  inter- 
vention of  electricity. 

Mention  may  be  made  in  this  place  that  at  Port  Dalhousie 
there  are  1500  horsepowers  possible  of  creation  on  the  Welland 
Canal  there  for  manufacturing  purposes.  The  control  of  this  po- 
tential water  power  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Village  Municipal  Cor- 
poration under  a  lease  from  the  Canadian  Government,  recently 
granted.  Out  of  this  potential  quantity  of  water  power  500 
horsepowers  have  been  actually  developed  and  sublet  to  the  great 
India  Rubber  Manufactory,  known  as  the  Maple  Leaf  Rubber 
Company,  Limited,    established    in    the    Village,     four   hundred 
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horsepowers  of  which  are  in  use.     The  balance,  100  horsepowers, 
are  immediately  available  for  any  other   manufacturing:   purpose. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1899  the  fact  became  known  that  all 
the  available  water  privileg^es  on  the  Welland  Canal  in  St.  Cath- 
arines were  taken  up  by  local  manufacturers  and  that  colise- 
quently  the  inducement  of  cheap  and  convenient  water  power 
could  no  long^er  be  offered  for  the  location  of  additional  manufac- 
tories in  this  city.  Citizens  who  had  the  future  welfare  of  St. 
Catharines  at  heart  realized  the  necessity  of  procuring:'  additional 
water  power  from  the  Welland  Canal  for  the  operation  of  manu- 
factories or  depend  upon  steam  power  for  that  purpose  in  future. 
This  Board  of  Trade  and  the  City  Council  took  the  subject  up  in 
January,  1900.  After  making  enquiry,  and  viewing:  the  Niag:ara 
escarpment  south  of  St.  Catharines,  it  was  found  that  a  very  con- 
siderable additional  volume  of  water  could  pass  from  Lake  Erie 
forward  in  the  summit  level  of  the  Welland  Canal  without  detri- 
ment to  navig:ation.  It  was  also  found  feasible  at  a  very  moder- 
ate expense  to  construct  a  hydraulic  race  from  a  suitable  point  of 
the  Canal  to  the  brow  of  the  Niao:ara  escarpment,  a  short  dis- 
tance east  of  DeCew  Falls,  where  a  water  power  could  be  created 
with  270  feet  fall  to  g:enerate  electricity  for  power  purposes  at  St. 
Catharines,  at  a  less  cost  per  horse  power  for  the  complete  in- 
stallation than  in  any  other  known  case  in  Canada. 

It  was  calculated  that  6,000  cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute, 
delivered  on  the  best  turbine  wheels,  would  create  If  ,400  mechani- 
cal horse  powers  in  the  power  house  at  that  point.  To  further 
this  enterprise  the  City  Council  procured  the  necessary  le§:is- 
lation.  Subsequently  application  was  made  to  the  Dominion 
Government  for  a  lease  of  that  volume  of  water  from  the  Wel- 
land Canal  to  the  Corporation  of  St.  Catharines  for  this  power 
installation.  The  above  g:rant  of  water  has  been  secured  and 
steps  are  in  prog:ress  to  carry  this  important   project   into    effect. 

The  low  rates  at  which  power  can  be  supplied  for  use  at  St. 
Catharines  g:ive  this  city  special  recommendations  to  those 
manufacturers  who  may  be  seeking:  the  best  and  most  advan- 
tageous place  to  carry  on  their  business. 

To  recapitulate;  the  advantag:es  offered  by  St.  Catharines 
as  a  manufacturing:  centre  are;  excellent  competing-  railway 
facilities  to  all  points,  abundant  electric  railway  facilities,  trans- 
portation by  water  during  the  season  of  navigation,  cheap  sites 
for  manufactories  adjacent  to  railway  tracks,  and  minimum  cost 
of  power  for  their  operation. 

Mention  was  made  on  a  previous  page  of  the  facilities  for 
railway  and  water  transportation    enjoyed  by  the  Niagara  Penin- 
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sula.  Those  enjoyed  by  St.  Catharines  are  here  more  particu- 
larly described.  The  Great  Western  and  Welland  Divisions  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  each  have  stations  with  good  accom- 
modations for  traffic  in  the  city.  The  Niag-ara,  St.  Catharines 
and  Toronto  Railway's  head  office  and  principal  station  are 
situated  here.  Its  freight  traffic  is  at  present  operated  by  steam, 
and  the  passenger  traffic  by  electricity  between  St.  Catharines 
and  Niagara  Falls,  and  by  electricity  only  between  St.  Catharines 
and  Port  Dalhousie.  At  Niagara  Falls  this  railway  exchanges 
freight  traffic  with  the  Michigan  Central  Railway,  the  Toronto, 
Hamilton  and  Buffalo  Railway,  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 
By  means  of  the  extension  to  the  dock  at  Port  Dalhousie  it  makes 
direct  connection  with  the  Company's  line  of  steamers  running 
to  Toronto  during  the  season  of  navigation.  A  desirable  com- 
bined electric  railway  and  lake  line  is  thus  formed  between 
Toronto  and  Buffalo  via  St.  Catharines  and  Niagara  Falls. 

The  Port  Dalhousie,  St.  Catharines  and  Thorold  Electric 
Street  Railway  handles  a  large  passenger  traffic  between  St. 
Catharines,  Merritton  and  Thorold. 

Twenty-four  passenger  trains  on  the  two  divisions  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  stop  at  St.  Catharines  daily.  On  each  of 
the  electric  lines  there  is  an  hourly  electric  car  service  (a  twenty 
minute  one  on  the  N.  St.  C.  &  T.  R,  promised.)  to  and  from 
St.  Catharines.  During  the  season  of  navigation  steamers  and 
sailing  vessels  on  the  Welland  Canal  pass  daily  through  St. 
Catharines  and  connect  this  city  with  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes 
and  rivers  connecting,  from  Duluth  and  Port  Arthur  on  Lake 
Superior  to  Montreal. 

The  Steamer  Persia  makes  weekly  trips  between  St.  Cathar- 
ines and  Montreal.

The  fire  Brigade  is  an  efficient  body,  well  organized  and 
equipped.  It  is  composed  of  volunteers,  with  the  exception  of 
two  drivers  who  are  constantly  employed,  and  are  permitted  to 
pursue  their  ordinary  avocations.  The  firemen  are  under  disci- 
pline and  are  subject  to  strict  regulations  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties.     They  are  each  paid  a  moderate  sum  annually.

There  are  two  hose  companies,  composed  respectively  of 
thirty  and  fifteen  members,  and  one  hook  and  ladder  company  of 
thirty  members.  There  is  a  large  and  commodious  Central  Fire 
Hall,  which  is  the  headquarters  of  the  Brigade,  and  a  hose  hall 
situated  in  the  western  part  of  the  city,  both  well  equipped  with 
apparatus.  There  is  an  excellent  electric  fire  alarm,  and  one 
steam  fire  engine,  mainly  for  use  at  fires  occurring  in  outlying 
localities.  For  fire  purposes  the  hundreds  of  hydrants  afford  ex- 
cellent pressure  from  the  St.  Catharines  great  system  of  water 
works,  an  account  of  which  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

FIRE    INSURANCE. 

On  account  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Water  Works  and  the 
Fire  Brigade  St.  Catharines  is  placed  in  the  First  Class  of  fire 
risks  by  the  Fire  Underwriters. 
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THE    WATER    WORKS. 

The  Water  Works  are  the  property  of  the  City  Municipal 
Corporation,  but  built,  managfed  and  operated  by  the  Water 
Works  Commission,  a. body  of  which  the  members,  six  in  num- 
ber, are  elected  bi-ennially  by  the  ratepayers.  It  will  be  observed 
that  St,  Catharines  was  saved  the  expensive  necessity  of  buying: 
out  any  private  water  works  company.  Many  other  cities  and 
towns  have  been  less  fortunate. 

The  St.  Catharines  Water  Works  are  constructed  on  a  scale 
of  mag^nitude  abundantly  adequate  for  all  the  wants  of  three  times 
the  present  population. 

Their  efficiency  is  unsurpassed.  Their  celebrity  brin^^s  for 
their  inspection  numbers  of  hydraulic  engineers  and  municipal 
representatives  and  others  interested  in  water  works  They  are 
on  the  gravitation  plan  which  is  admittedly  the  best,  where,  as 
in  the  case  of  St.  Catharines,  the  head  provides  good  pressure  for 
the  extinction  of  fires,  the  supply  of  water  is  plentiful,  unfailing 
and  of  good  quality,  and  the  capital  cost  of  construction  is  not 
burdensome. 

The  Niagara  Escarpment,  or  *'  Mountain,"  affords  a  head  of 
185  feet.  There  are  two  storage  reservoirs,  65  acres  in  extent, 
constructed  on  the  Beaverdam  Creek  on  the  top  of  the  Mountain, 
four  miles  distant  from  St.  Catharines.  Their  supply  of  water  is 
derived  from  Lake  Erie.  From  the  reservoirs  the  gravitation 
main  leads  down  the  face  of  the  Mountain  and  thence  along  the 
table  land  at  its  foot  to  reach  the  city.  There  are  thirty  miles 
of  distribution  mains  and  254  fire  hydrants.  The  water  is  in  uni- 
versal use. 

The  water  works  were  constructed  in  1876-7.  The  following 
quotation  is  taken  from  the  official  report  of  their  trial  after  com- 
pletion.    It  is  interesting: 

"Everything  being  in  readiness,  the  water  was  led  safely  and 
expeditiously  to  the  city.  A  branch  was  attached  to  the  surface 
hydrant  in  the  post  office  square,  and  the  moment  came  when  the 
calculations  of  the  designer  of  the  water  works,  were  to  be  veri- 
fied; the  expectations  of  the  supporters  of  the  scheme  crowned 
with  success,  the  gloomy  prophecies  of  its  opponents  falsified, 
and  St.  Catharines  rewarded  for  her  large  expenditure  of  public 
money  to  procure  an  abundant  supply  of  wholesome  water  under 
a  pressure  equal  to  that  of  a  first  rate  steam  fire  engine. 

''The  hydrant  was  opened  with  the  ordinary  precautions.  In  a 
few  moments  a  stream  clear  as  crystal  issued  from  the  nozzle  and 
ascending  higher  and    higher   attained    an    altitude    of    120   feet

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above  the  ground.  For  fully  an  hour  this  splendid  stream  was 
kept  up  to  the  astonishment  and  delig^ht  of  the  bystanders.  The 
success  of  the  St.  Catharines  water  works  was  placed  beyond 
cavil." 

The  water  works  have  grown  in  favor  from  the  beginning^  of 
their  operation.  By  the  intelligent  energy  of  the  Water  Works 
Commission,  distribution  mains  have  been  extended  into  streets 
hitherto  unsupplied,  so  that  to  day,  well  nigh  the  whole  popula- 
tion of  the  city  enjoy  in  their  homes  the  benefits  and  blessings  of 
the  water  from  the  water  works  and  the  protection  of  fire  hy- 
drants to  their  property. 

Not  among  the  least  of  the  benefits  conferred  by  the  water 
works  is  the  copious  supply  of  water  under  gravitation  pressure, 
to  the  householders  of  the  city,  during  the  heat  and  drought  of 
summer,  whereby  the  vernal  appearance  of  their  grassy  lawns, 
flower  beds  and  shrubbery  is  maintained.  The  contrast  between 
the  vernal  green  of  the  city  vegetation,  and  the  dusty,  dried  up, 
and  brown  vegetation  of  the  country  outside  the  city  limits,  in 
midsummer  is  sufficiently  striking.  The  appearance  of  an  oasis, 
contrasted  with  the  surrounding  Sahara  desert,  affords  the  most 
appropriate  comparison. 

The  beautiful  appearance  of  the  bodies  of  clear  water  in  the 
reservoirs  on  the  Mountain,  together  with  their  ornamental 
grounds  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs  and  enclosed  with  hedges, 
constitute  a  lovely  scene.  This  scene  attracts  numerous  visitors, 
who  take  the  opportunity  to  view  the  celebrated  DeCew  Palls  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood. 

The  reference  in  the  previous  quotation  is  to  the  obstacles 
interposed  at  the  beginning  by  ignorance,  timidity,  and  prejudice, 
to  the  construction  of  the  Water  Works,  all  which  were  triumph- 
antly overcome.  Contemporary  records  universally  concede  to 
the  energy  of  Dr.  Lucius  S.  Oille  the  successful  issue  of  the 
movement  for  w^ater  works  in  1875-6.

The  prosperity  of  a  community  very  considerably  depends 
upon  its  banks  which  institutions  in  effect  constitute  the  arterial 
system  of  business  life.

The  directorates  of  all  three  Banks  have 
been  strikino:ly  fortunate  in  their  selection  of  local  manag:ers  for 
their  branches  in  St.  Catharines. 

Mr.  Charles  M.  Arnold,  the  manag:er  of  the  St.  Catharines 
Branch  of  the  Imperial  Bank,  is  an  experienced  banker.  His 
entire  business  life  has  been  passed  in  financial  institutions. 
His  bank  training:  commenced  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  subse- 
qtiently  he  was  appointed  g:eneral  manag:er  of  the  Old  Niag:ara 
District  Bank,  He  continued  in  this  position  until  that  Bank 
was  merg:ed  in  the  Imperial  Bank  in  1875  when  he  was  appointed 
manag:er  of  the  St,  Catharines  Branch,  In  this  office  he  has 
continued  ever  since.

the  confidence  and  approval  of  the  Bank  Directorate,  and  esteem 
of  the  customers  of  his  Bank.  Outside  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  as  banker,  Mr.  Hodg:etts  has  found  time  for  useful 
work  in  other  lines  of  activity  in  St.  Catharines.  To  all  moral, 
social  and  relig:ious  movements  for  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  he 
lends  his  sympathy,  and  where  possible  his  tang:ible  support. 
He  is  an  active  and  useful  member  of  the  St.  Catharines  Board 
of  Trade. 
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St.  Catharines  may  claim  to  be  the  birth  place  of  the  Imperial 
Bank.  Its  prog^enitor  was  the  Old  Niagara  District  Bank  estab- 
lished here  in  1853.

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The  sentiments  of  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  the  British  Crown 
and  the  courag^eous  military  spirit  of  the  United  Empire  Loyal- 
ists, the  original  settlers  of  this  part  of  Canada,  have  continued 
active  and  vig^orous  in  their  descendants  to  this  day.  In  the  war 
of  1812-15  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  the  stal- 
wart, loyal  population  of  the  County  of  Lincoln  sent  five  battal- 
ions of  militia  to  the  front.  Side  by  side  with  the  regular  British 
forces  these  battalions  played  well  their  part  in  the  defeat  and 
expulsion  of  the  foreigfn  invaders  from  the  soil  of  Canada. 

The  present  19th  St.  Catharines  Regiment  of  Infantry  was 
formed  July,  1897,  out  of  the  19th  Lincoln  Battalion  of  Infantry, 
which  was  in  direct  descent  from  the  5th  Lincoln  Battalion  that 
fought  the  enemy  in  the  war  of  1812-14.

Taken  as  a  comprehensive  whole,  St.  Catharines'  educational 
advantages  should  commend  themselves  to  the  favorable  atten- 
tion of  those  heads  of  families  who  may  seek  for  a  place  of 
business  and  of  residence,  and  who  desire  the  best  educational 
advantages  possible  in  rearing  their  children. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  and  Public  Schools  of  St.  Catharines 
are  of  a  high  grade. 

Zbe  Collegiate  llnetitute. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  of  St.  Catharines,  situated  on 
Church  Street,  justly  boasts  an  ancient  and  honorable  record. 
Its  foundation  under  the  name  of  Grantham  Academy  dates  back 
to  1827.  From  that  time  this  seat  of  learning  has  sent  forth 
scholars,  who  have  made  their  mark  in  the  varied  fields  of 
human  activity.  Many  of  its  graduates  are  now  occupying  posts 
of  responsibility  and  influence  in  both  the  commercial  and  pro- 
fessional centres  of  Canada,  the  United  States,  and  other  foreign 
countries.  Few  Institutes  can  show  a  greater  number  of  dis- 
tinguished graduates  who  have  made  a  success  in  life  than  this 
Institute.  Naturally  this  Institute  has  been  an  important  factor 
in  the  life  of  St,  Catharines.  Liberally  supported  by  the  Trus- 
tees, and  highly  appreciated  by  the  people,  it  has  been  the  lea^d- 
ing  object  of  all  interested  in  its  welfare  to  lay  the  foundations 
of  learning  broad  and  deep  among  its  graduates  under  the  varied 
changes  of  successive  generations. 

The  scholastic  fame  of  this  Collegiate  Institute  is  widespread. 
The  Institute  is  divided  into  six  forms  with  a  staff  of  seven 
teachers.     The  registered  attendance  of  pupils  is  230. 

The  subjects  taught  in  two  of  the  Forms  are,  English  in  all 
its  branches,  Commercial  work(including Book-keeping,  Drawing, 
and  Shorthand),  Mathematics,  Geography  and  History.  These 
two  Forms  are  for  the  preparation  of  scholars  who  incline  to 
follow  business  pursuits  or  agriculture. 

In  the  next  two  Forms,  Languages,  Mathematics,  English, 
(with  less  commercial  work  than  in  the  previous  two  Forms)  His- 
tory and  Geography  are  taken  up.  These  two  Forms  are  for  in- 
struction in  the  subjects  that  lead  to  professional  work  of  all 
kinds  and  to  examinations  for  teachers'  certificates. 
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In  the  next  Form  the  work  required  for  the  pass  Univers- 
ity Matriculation  and  for  Junior  lyeaving  Certificates  is  com- 
pleted.    In  Form  IV.  candidates  are  prepared  for  Senior  Iveavingf,

Honor  Matriculation,  and  Pass  First  Year  in  the  University. 

In  the  highest  Form  (the  sixth)  candidates  are  instructed 
who  are  preparing  for  Senior  Leaving,  Honor  Matriculation  and 
Pass  First  Year  in  the  University. 

There  is  an  excellent  Laboratory  fully  equipped  with  Chemi- 
cal and  Physical  apparatus.  There  are  Chemical  and  Botanical 
tables  in  the  Institute. 

The  physical  part  of  the  education  of  the  pupils  is  adequately 
attended  to. 

There  are  a  Gymnasium,  and  also  a  commodious  Hall,  in 
both  of  which  classes  in  drill  and  Calisthenics  are  trained  under 
competent  instruction. 

The    nucleus    of    a  Geological   Museum  has    been    started 
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through    the   kindness  of   the   chief  of  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Canada,  G.  M.  Dawson,  C.  M,  G..  F.  R.  S. 

THE   BUILDING 

Is  extensive.     It  has  eight  commodious  classrooms  with  sanitary 
seating  capacity  for  three  hundred  pupils. 

COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE  CADET  CORPS. 

There  is  also  an  efficient  military  Cadet  Corps,  fully  organized 
and  armed  with  Martini-Henry  rifles,  under  the  instruction  of  Cap- 
tain Lang,  while  an  excellent  Bugle  and  Drum  Band  (of  twenty- 
one  members)  isunder  the  training  of  Mr.  Peel,  the  bandmaster  of 
the  19th  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

There  is  a  flourishing  Collegiate  Institute  Literary  Society 
under  whose  auspices  musical  and  literary  entertainments  are 
given  from  time  to  time.     Its  training  is  most  valuable.

Both  with  regard  to  the  school  buildings  together  with  their 
general  appointments,  and  the  efficiency  of  their  staff  of  teachers, 
the  Public  Schools  of  St.  Catharines  are  second  to  none  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

The   Central   School   is  a  spacious  two  story  brick  structure 
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situated  on  Church  street.  It  has  larg^e  playgrounds  and  all  nec- 
essary conveniences  and  requirements. 

This  school  has  eight  large  classrooms  and  provision  for  410 
pupils. 

There  are  six  subordinate  or  ward  schools  in  convenient  loca- 
lities in  the  city. 

The    Court   Street    School   building   is    a   tasteful  two  story

brick  building   with  four  class  rooms,  heated  with  hot  water  and 
affording  accommodation  for  two  hundred  and  forty  pupils. 

The  western  Church  street  ward  school  is  a  large  one  story 
brick  building  with  four  class  rooms,  heated  with  hot  water  and 
having  accommodation  for  two  hundred  and  forty  pupils.  This 
building   was    modified,  enlarged,  renovated    and  fitted  with  im- 
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proved  appliances,  especially  for  ventilation,  and  in  all  respects 
put  in  a  thoroug^h  sanitary  condition  in  1899. 

The   eastern   Church   street   ward   school  is  a  fine  one  story

brick  building  with  four  class  rooms,  heated  with  hot  water  and 
having  accommodation  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  pupils.  This 
school  building  was  modified,  renovated,  fitted  with  improved 
appliances,  especially  for  ventilation,  and  put  in  thorough  sanitary 
condition  in  1900. 
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The  Dexter  Street,  Edtnond  Street,  and  Dacotah  Street  Ward 
Schools  are  larg:e,  comfortable  wooden  frame  buildings,  with  ac- 
commodation in  the  ag^greg^ate  for  four  hundred  pupils. 

In  all  of  the  schools  the  extent  of  floor  space  and  cubical  air 
space  required  by  law  for  each  pupil  is  exceeded. 

The  total  number  of  registered  pupils  in  1,900  was  fourteen 
hundred  and  eighty.  The  average  attendance  at  school  was  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-five  pupils. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  Public  Schools  comprise  Daniel  C. 
Hetherington,  Headmaster,  two  male  and  twenty-two  female  as- 
sistants.    Total  number  twenty-five. 

The  teachers  are  judiciously  distributed  throughout  the  Cen- 
tral and  Ward  Schools. 

The  entire  Public  School  system  of  St.  Catharines  is  admin- 
istered in  strict  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Provincial 
Education  Department  of  Ontario,  both  in  regard  to  the  course  of 
studies,  school  books  in  use,  and  in  all  other  respects. 


ROMAN  CATHOLIC  SEPARATE  SCHOOL. 

A  large  two-storey  brick  building,  both  commodious  and 
sightly,  situated  on  Church  Street,  equipped  with  spacious  play 
grounds  and  modern  appliances,  is  devoted  to  the  use  of  this 
Separate  School. 

The  course  of  study  is  under  the  inspection  of  the  Provincial 
Education  Department. 

The  teaching  staff  comprise  F.  H.  O'Leary,  Headmaster, 
Miss  Teresa  McKenna,  Miss  M.  O'Halloran,  and  six  Sisters  of 
St.  Joseph,  assistants. 

This  is  a  valuable  educational  institution;  it  has  a  branch  in 
the  western  part  of  the  city. 


THE  PUBLIC  FREE  LIBRARY 


Was  established  in  1888.  It  occupies  convenient  and  commodi- 
ous premises  on  Queen  Street,  near  the  Post  Office.  There  is  a 
free  reading  room  in  connection  with  the  Library,  on  the  tables 
of  which  are  to  be  found  a  well-selected  variety  of  popular  maga- 
zines and  journalistic  literature. 

It  is  doing  the  proper  and  legitimate  work  for  which  the 
institution  of  Free  Libraries  is  authorized  by  law  in  the  Province 
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of  Ontario,  that  is  to  say,  by  promoting-,  and  supplying  the  liter- 
ary material  to  g^ratify  a  taste  for  reading  among  the  mass  of  the 
people.

This  Company  was  created  in  1853,  by  William  H.  Merritt 
Jr.,  John  L.  Ranney,  James  R.  Benson,  William  A.  Chisholm 
and  Edward  Glackmeyer. 

The  capital  stock  was  $80,000,  The  first  Board  of  Directors 
comprised  William  H.  Merritt  Jr.,  President;  John  L.  Ranney, 
Nehemiah  Merritt,  William  A.  Chisholm,  James  R.  Benson  and 
Dr.  Henry  Goodman,  Thomas  L.  Helliwell,  Treasurer;  James 
H.  Walker,  Secretary  and  Superintendent.  In  1855  the  Munici- 
pal Corporation  of  St.  Catharines  became  a  shareholder  to  the 
amount  of  $26,000,  and  from  that  time  the  Mayor  for  the  time 
being"  was  a  director  ex-officio  of  the  Company. 

The  Gas  Works  were  brought  into  operation  in  1855.  The 
Company  received  a  contract  for  street  lighting  at  once.  It  has 
held  contracts,  but,  after  electric  arc  lighting  began,  not  the 
sole  contract,  for  street  lighting  ever  since. 

In  1870  the  capital  stock  was  increased  to  $100,000.  The 
new  stock  was  allotted  to  the  shareholders.  In  1882  the  capital 
stock  was  increased  again  to  $130,000,  This  new  stock  was  allott- 
ed to  the  shareholders  likewise.  The  object  of  this  increase  was 
the  enlargement  of  the  works,  and  to  lay  pipes  for  lighting  the 
new  Welland  Canal.  The  same  year  the  Company  received  a 
contract  for  lighting  the  locks  and  bridges  of  this  Canal, 

The  gas  plant  of  the  Company  is  extensive  and  efficient. 
There  are  in  all  thirty  miles  of  gas  mains.  They  extend  through- 
out the  city  and  along  the  Welland  Canal  from  Port  Dalhousie 
to  Thorold. 

The  Company  has  held  its  own  against  the  aggressive  compe- 
tition of  electric  lighting.  By  the  use  of  the  metallic  mantle 
over  the  gas  jet  lately  discovered,  the  illuminating  power  of  a 
gas  burner  is  more  than  doubled,  the  quality  of  the  light  is 
much  improved,  and  the  cost  of  illumination  to  the  consumer 
is  reduced.  By  reason  of  this  and  other  recent  improvements, 
the   competition    between    gas   light   and   electric    light    is    not 
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unlikely  to  eventuate  in  the  triumph  of  the  former.     Fuel  g-as  is 
very  cheap  and  popular,  especially  for  summer  use.

St.  Catharines  is  among  the  first  of  the  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  that  were  equipped  with  electric  light 
and  power  plants. 

The  St.  Catharines  Electric  Light  &  Power  Company,  Limit- 
ed, was  incorporated  in  1884  to  generate  electricity  and  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  arc  and  incandescent  lighting.  This  Com- 
pany since  the  commencement  of  its  operation  has  under  contract 
supplied  the  City  Corporation  of  St.  Catharines  with  arc  lights 
for  the  illumination  of  the  public  streets.  The  service  is  an  all 
night  one.     The  number  of  arc  lights  in  use  is  79. 

Of  late  the  Company  has  g^reatly  enlarged  and  improved  its 
power  and  other  electric  equipment.  It  now  has  3,000  incan- 
descent lights  in  use.  It  g^ives  a  twenty-four  hours'  service  in 
the  city. 

Its  power  house  is  situated  at  Lock  5  of  the  Old  Welland 
Canal,  from  which  source  it  derives  its  power.     The  officers  are:

At  present  this  Company  supplies  electric  lighting  only. 

Several  years  ago  Mr.  William  Cooke  installed  an  electric 
light  and  power  plant  at  Lock  3  on  the  old  \yelland  Canal  from 
which  he  derived  power.  He  supplies  electric  power  to  operate 
a  large  number  of  small  industries  in  the  city  whose  proprietors 
greatly  prefer  electric  over  steam  power  for  their  use.  Mr. 
Cooke  also  furnishes  incandescent  electric  lighting  to  private 
consumers  in  the  city.

It  is  conceded  that  the  hotel  accommodation  of  a  city  is  an 
index  of  its  position  and  standing. 

St.  Catharines  is  well  provided  with  hotels  of  which  ther^ 
are  twenty-one.

His  aim  is,  to  make  his  guests  comfortable,  and  feel 
that  under  his  roof  they  are  at  home. 

The  hotel  is  well  laid  out  and  commodious,  with  spacious 
entrance  and  broad  halls,  large,  ventilated  and  airy  bedrooms, 
and  a  large,  lofty,  attractive  dining-room,  in  which  the  cuisine 
is  superb  and  the  service  the  very  best.  It  has  electric  lighting, 
electric  bells,  telephone,  long  distance  and  local,  hot  and  cold 
water  baths,  fire  alarm,  and  every  improvement  for  the  comfort, 
safety  and  entertainment  of  guests.

When  the  thirteen  orig^inal  United  States  acquired  their  inde- 
pendence in  1783,  there  were  many  of  the  inhabitants  who  stead- 
fastly maintained  their  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown.  The 
knowledge  of  this  led  the  British  Government  to  announce  that, 
from  the  Crown  domain  in  British  North  America,  free  g^rants  of 
land  for  settlement  would  be  made  to  all  who  chose  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  offer.  Accordingly,  these  people,  under  the  im- 
mortal name  of  United  Empire  Loyalists,  sacrificed  their  posses- 
sions, abandoned  their  old  homes,  and  emigrated  to  the  Canadian 
wilderness,  there  to  hew  out  new  homes  under  the  protection  of 
the  British  flag. 

The  first  settlers  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula  were  of  this  sturdy, 
loyal  stock,  and  their  descendants,  to-day,  scattered  over  the  more 
populous  districts  of  Ontario  adjacent  to  the  lake  bearing  that 
name,  are  the  present  time  types  of  their  forefathers.  They  ex- 
emplify in  a  marked  degree  the  characteristics  of  pure  Canadian 
patriotism  and  stability,  in  private  as  well  as  public  life.  The 
territory  upon  which  St.  Catharines  has  developed  into  **The 
Garden  City  of  Canada"  was  originally  peopled  by  these  Loyal- 
ists. The  nucleus  of  the  city  was  formed  in  1797,  when  Mr. 
George  Adams  built  a  roadside  inn  on  a  portion  of  the  original 
estate  of  Hon.  Robert  Hamilton.  This  inn  subsequently  passed 
to  Mr.  Paul  Shipman,  whence  originated  the  name  of  the  settle- 
ment, "  Shipman 's  Corners."  St.  Paul  street  obtained  its  name 
from  that  of  the  innkeeper.  This  hostelry  was  a  convenient 
stopping  place  for  farmers  on  their  way  from  their  farms  in  the 
interior  to  the  market  towns  or  villages  of  Queenston  and 
Newark  (afterwards  called  Niagara)  at  the  Niagara  River,  where 
they  disposed  of  their  produce  and  obtained  their  supplies. 

Shipman's  inn,  not  unfrequently,  was  likewise  a  place  of  re- 
sort for  the  young  people,  as  well  as  those  of  maturer  years,  to 
participate,  at  the  inspiring  sound  of  the  violin,  in  the  enjoyable 
country  dances  of  the  period,  also  in  the  abundant  homely  fare 
provided  for  their  material  wants.  Those  disposed  for  alcoholic 
stimulation  had  abundant  facilities,  with  native  whiskey  at 
twenty  five  cents  per  gallon,  the  price  in  those  days. 

The  following  authentic  card  of  invitation  to  a  ball  is  inter- 
esting evidence  of  the  cultivated  manners  of  society  at  ''  Ship- 
man's  Corners  "  at  that  period  : 

"  The  Honor  of  Miss  Prendergast's  company  is  requested   to 
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a  ball  at  Shipman's  Tavern,  12  Mile  Creek,  on  Friday,  the  22nd 
instant. 

Managers,  John  Ci^ark,  Wm.  Chishoi^m. 
February  18th,  1811." 

The  hamlet  of  Shipman's  Corners  made  little  progress  until 
the  late  Hon.  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  after  the  close  of  the 
war  of  1812-15,  erected  a  saw  mill  and  flour  mill,  and  a  little  later, 
in  partnership  with  a  relative,  started  a  general  country  store. 
The  water  power  for  the  mills  was  supplied  by  a  neighboring 
stream  then  called  the  Twelve  Mile  Creek,  so  designated  on  ac- 
count of  its  outlet  at  Lake  Ontario,  being  distant  twelve  miles 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Niagara  River. 

Finding  his  milling  operations  retarded  frequently  by  the 
scanty  and  uncertain  water  supply  from  the  natural  local  stream, 
Mr.  Merritt  looked  afield  southward  towards  the  Niagara  Escarp- 
ment and  over  the  high  table  land  on  its  summit  to  the  distant 
Chippewa  River  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  constant  abundant  sup- 
ply of  water  he  wanted  for  his  mills.  At  this  time  occurred  the 
development  in  Mr.  Merritt's  active  brain  of  the  grand  idea  to 
overcome  the  natural  insurmountable  obstacle  which  the  Niagara 
Falls  interposed  to  navigation  on  the  Niagara  River  between 
Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario,  by  the  construction  of  a  canal  to  con- 
nect those  lakes,  equipped  with  suitable  locks  or  lifts  and  inter- 
vening levels  down  the  face  of  the  Niagara  Escarpment  to  ac- 
commodate the  passage  of  the  largest  vessels  afloat  on  the  Lakes. 
This  idea  of  Mr.  Merritt  was  the  origination  of  the  great 

WELLAND  CANAL, 

one  of  the  most  important  public  works  on  the  North  American 
continent.  It  was  first  projected  in  1818,  but  was  not  actually 
commenced  until  1824.  The  original  design  was  to  connect  Lake 
Ontario  with  Lake  Erie  through  the  Chippewa  and  Niagara 
Rivers.  After  much  work  had  been  done  and  navigation  was 
actually  opened  on  this  plan,  for  adequate  engineering  reasons  it 
was  abandoned;  the  Grand  River  was  adopted  as  the  Canal  feed- 
er, and  a  canal  channel  was  cut  directly  south  to  Lake  Erie. 

Having  previously  failed  to  enlist  the  Government  and 
Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  in  the  construction  of  the  Canal,  in 
1824  an  Act  was  procured  incorporating  The  Welland  Canal 
Company  with  a  capital  of  ^40,000.  Then  followed  five  long 
years  of  arduous  and  harassing  labor  to  raise  money  and  construct 
the  Canal,  which  was  finally  and  triumphantly  opened  for  navi" 
gation  from  Lake  Erie  to  Lake  Ontario,  November  27th,  1829. 
For  his  devotion  and  arduous  labors  in  connection  with  this  great 
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public  undertaking:  Mr.  Merritt  well   and  deservedly   earned   the 
title  forever  of,  ''  Father  of  the  Welland  Canal." 

To  the  little  wayside  hamlet  of  Shipman's  Corners  the 
building  of  the  Welland  Canal  was  a  boon  indeed.  Prior  to  the 
commencement  of  construction  its  population  was  little  over  100. 
In  a  few  months  the  population  reached  600.  Many  laborers  who 
were  attracted  to  the  place  by  the  Canal  works  in  prog^ress,  ulti- 
mately settled  down  and  became  permanent  residents.  Ship- 
man's  Corners  became  a  thriving  bustling  village.  Farm  lands 
in  the  surrounding  townships  were  taken  up.  The  process  of 
clearing  off  the  primeval  forest  to  provide  arable  land  for  crops 
and  homes  for  the  farmers,  went  on  apace. 

The  water  supply  brought  down  the  Niagara  Escarpment  by 
the  Welland  Canal  began  to  be  utilised  for  power  purposes. 
Welland  Canal  flour  mills  began  to  produce  flour  for  consumption 
in  the  Eastern  provinces  of  British  North  America,  and  other 
industries  and  also  mercantile  establishments  followed,  Mention 
is  properly  made  of  the  important  part  played  by  Oliver  Phelps 
as  the  pioneer  in  the  milling  business  on  the  Welland  Canal.  He 
also  was  a  valuable  coadjutor  with  Mr.  Merritt  in  all  the  early 
schemes  for  the  betterment  of  St.  Catharines.  Prior  to  this  time 
the  village  of  Shipman's  Corners  cast  off  its  old  name  and  became 
St,  Catharines.  This  was  the  name  of  the  wife  of  Hon.  William 
Hamilton  Merritt. 

As  year  followed  year  after  the  opening  of  the  new  channel 
of  navigation,  communities  gathered  at  convenient  places  along 
the  Canal  to  supply  the  needs  of  traffic,  notably  at  Port  Dal- 
housie,  St.  Catharines,  Thorold,  Port  Robinson,  Welland  and 
Port  Colborne.  The  rural  population  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula 
likewise  felt  the  new  life  and  were  correspondingly  benefited. 
The  Village  of  St  Catharines  in  particular  became  a  centre  of 
supplies  for  the  vessels  passing  through  the  Canal,  and  shipyards 
for  the  repairing  and  refitting  of  vessels  and  the  construction  of 
new  ones,  sprang  up. 

Mention  may  properly  be  made  here  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  construction  of  great  public  works,  while  the  means  of  up- 
building a  community  in  one  place,  may  prove  the  bane  and 
cause  of  decadence  of  another.  Prior  to  the  construction  of  the 
Welland  Canal  and  the  growth  of  St.  Catharines,  Niagara,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Niagara  River,  was  the  market  town  and  capital  of 
the  Niagara  District  as  well  as  the  seat  of  the  first  local  Parlia- 
ment of  Upper  Canada.  It  was  a  thriving,  growing  and  import- 
ant town.  Its  streets  were  frequented  by  the  entire  rural  popula- 
tion of   three  counties — L/incoln,    Welland  and  Haldimand.     At 
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one  time  the  population  of  that  town  was  3,500.  The  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  the  Welland  Canal  as  a  connecting:  link  in 
the  througfh  system  of  navig^ation  from  the  upper  lakes  to  Lake 
Ontario  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  with  the  outlet  of  the  Canal 
placed  at  Port  Dalhousie  on  Lake  Ontario  caused  the  decadence 
of  the  town  of  Niagara.  To-day,  St.  Catharines  and  its  adjacent 
suburbs.  Port  Dalhousie,  Merritton  and  Thorold,  have  an  a§:§:re- 
gate  population  of  about  17,000.  Niagara's  population  has  shrunk 
to  1,500. 

Years  afterwards  St.  Catharines  in  turn  received  a  set-back 
which  showed  that  it  was  not  immune  from  a  like  influence.  This 
was  in  1873.  Then  the  competition  of  trunk  lines  of  railway  be- 
gan to  be  felt  against  water  transportation  on  the  great  North 
American  lakes  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  and  vessel  rates  of 
freight  fell  off  materially  on  this  route. 

The  assumption  in  1841  of  the  Welland  Canal  as  a  Provincial 
Work,  by  the  Government  of  the  recently  United  Canadian  Pro- 
vinces, changed  the  future  destiny  of  St.  Catharines.  From  that 
date  the  Welland  Canal  took  the  status  of  a  link  in  a  great  Cana- 
dian national  all-water  route  from  Lake  Superior  to  Montreal  and 
the  Atlantic  seaboard,  and  the  prospects  of  St.  Catharines  for 
future  growth  and  development,  previously  limited,  improved 
immensely. 

Prior  to  the  assumption  by  the  Government  of  United  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada  in  1841,  under  Legislative  authority,  of  the 
Welland  Canal  as  a  Provincial  public  work,  the  Legislature  of 
Upper  Canada  had  advanced  in  the  aggregate,  ^"209,000  to  the 
Welland  Canal  Company  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  that 
work.  The  Government  of  United  Canada,  having  assumed  the 
Welland  Canal,  in  a  short  time  decided  that  the  Canal  must  be 
enlarged  and  improved  in  order  to  meet  the  wants  of  navigation. 
Funds  were  provided  by  the  Provincial  Legislature  for  the  pur- 
pose. In  1842  the  work  of  enlargement  of  the  Welland  Canal  be- 
gan, the  size  of  the  new  locks  being  150  feet  by  26  and  one  half 
feet,  and  the  depth  of  water  on  the  sills  9  feet.  The  work  was  in 
the  main  completed  and  navigation  on  the  enlarged  scale  opened 
May  10th,  1845.  Vessels  on  a  nine  feet  draught  of  water  began 
in  considerable  numbers  to  pass  through  the  canal  in  carrying  on 
traffic  between  the  upper  and  lower  lakes. 

The  expenditure  of  several  millions  of  public  money  on  the 
enlargement  of  the  Welland  Canal  and  the  influx  of  thousands  of 
day  laborers  along  the  line  to  find  employment,  gave  an  immense 
impetus  to  business  in  the  local  communities,  especially  St. 
Catharines,  the  chief  centre  for  furnishing  supplies  of  all  kinds 
for  the  Canal    works  and  laborers.      The  permanent  population 
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rapidly  increased.  Scores  of  building-s  went  up  for  dwellings  and 
mercantile  purposes^  In  brief,  the  enlargement  of  the  Welland 
Canal,  which  prog^ressed  from  1842  to  1845,  gave  a  first-class 
boom  to  St.  Catharines,  More  occurred  than  this,  however,  dur- 
ing those  years  in  St,  Catharines.  The  ordinary  monotony  of 
day  labor,  and  peaceful  industrial  and  mercantile  pursuits,  was 
disturbed,  and  in  this  disturbance  other  communities  along  the 
Canal  participated,  by  many  exhibitions  of  clannish  jealousy  and 
hatred,  eventuating  almost  daily  in  faction  fights  among  the 
thousands  of  Irish  laborers  at  work  on  the  Canal. 

The  factions  into  which  these  lawless  and  turbulent  people 
divided  were  two  in  number.  Their  designations,  "  Corkonians 
and  Connaughtmen,"  derived  from  the  parts  of  Ireland  from 
which  they  came,  became  household  words  during  this  period 
among  the  peaceable  settled  population.  To  quell  disturbance 
and  keep  the  peace  the  Canadian  Government  was  obliged  to 
station  and  maintain  a  military  force  in  St.  Catharines  for  a  con- 
siderable time. 

It  may  be  remarked  here,  that  the  uniformly  peaceable  and 
orderly  population  of  St.  Catharines  have  never  since  seen  in 
their  midst  troops  under  arms  in  active  service,  except  once  in 
1866.  At  that  time  the  necessity  arose  for  the  Government  of 
Canada  to  use  military  force  for  the  expulsion  from  the  country  of 
an  armed  detachment  of  Fenians  who  crossed  the  Niagara 
frontier  from  the  United  States  into  Canada  at  Fort  Erie  opposite 
Buffalo. 

St.  Catharines  continued  to  increase  in  population  and  busi- 
ness importance.  In  a  few  years  the  village  became  qualified  for 
the  higher  grade  of  town.  By  Act  of  Parliament  it  was  created  a 
town,  with  a  President  and  Board  of  Police  in  1845.  Four  years 
later  it  assumed  the  full  status  of  the  Town  of  St.  Catharines. 
Bernard  Foley  was  elected  the  first  Mayor  in  1850,  followed  in 
1851  by  Eli  W.  Stephenson,  the  proprietor  of  the  celebrated  sani- 
tary resort  named  after  him,  the  Stephenson  House.  The  cen- 
sus of  1851  showed  a  population  of  4,368. 

For  a  few  years  following  the  opening  of  navigation  on  the 
enlarged  scale  through  the  Welland  Canal,  there  was  little  per- 
ceptible increase  in  its  traffic.  The  halcyon  days  of  lake  traffic 
on  this  promising  route  began  during  the  decade  1851-61,  when 
the  movement  of  tonnage  on  this  route  showed  a  disposition  to 
increase.  New  vessels  of  the  enlarged  Welland  Canal  size  were 
brought  out  from  Lake  and  Welland  Canal  shipyards,  to  accom- 
modate the  requirements,  and  enable  their  owners  to  share  in  the 
profits  of  this  growing  commerce.  No  trunk  lines  of  railway 
between   the    Great   West   and   the   Atlantic    seaboard   had  yet 
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come  into  competition  with  the  Lake  route  for  the  transportation 
eastward  of  the  produce  of  the  Western  States.  It  was  in  1851 
that  Mr.  T.  R.  Merritt  broug^ht  out  the  steamer  Brantford  from 
the  shipyard  of  Louis  Shickluna,  to  run  as  the  pioneer  of  a  route 
from  St.  Catharines  to  Montreal.  The  profits  of  the  vessel  busi- 
ness were  good,  so  much  so  that  it  was  far  from  uncommon  for 
a  vessel  to  pay  for  itself  out  of  its  surplus  earningfs  within  two 
years  after  its  construction.  Every  one  connected  with  the  trade 
made  money,  and  had  money  to  spend,  which  they  did  freely, 
so  that  all  classes  of  people  shared  the  profits  of  the  lake  busi- 
ness. 

So  far  as  St.  Catharines  was  concerned,  it  had  no  cause  for 
complaint.  On  the  contrary,  it  had  much,  very  much,  to  be 
thankful  for.  It  occupied  a  commanding-  position  on  the  g^reat 
w^ater  route  for  participation  in  Lake  traffic,  at  the  least  expense. 
It  had  abundant  water  power  from  the  Welland  Canal  within  its 
limits,  at  a  trifling-  rental,  to  operate  mills  and  factories,  and  it 
had  citizens  of  push  and  enterprise  who  were  ready  to  initiate 
and  carry  on  commercial  and  manufacturing  undertakings  that 
substantially  inured  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  town. 

The  manufacture  of  flour  acquired  special  development. 
When  the  census  year  1851  came,  there  were  no  less  than  five 
merchant  flour  mills  in  operation  grinding  flour  for  eastern  mar- 
kets, principally  from  wheat  brought  by  vessels  from  upper  Lake 
ports,  the  local  supply  of  wheat  from  farmers'  waggons  at  the 
mill  doors  being  comparatively  small.  There  was  also  one  cus- 
tom mill  in  operation  in  St.  Catharines,  making  six  flour  mills 
altogether,  at  that  time  in  the  town. 

Vessel  building  was  extensively  carried  on  in  his  shipyard  by 
Mr.  Louis  Shickluna.  This  really  great  shipbuilder,  an  immi- 
grant to  the  town  from  the  Mediterranean  Island  of  Malta, 
though  destitute  of  school  education,  during  his  long  career 
built  a  great  number  of  lake  craft,  both  sailing  vessels  and 
steamers,  which  for  excellence  of  model  and  staunchness  of  con- 
struction had  no  superior  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

In  1853  the  St.  Catharines  Gas  Company  was  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  gas  for  public  and  private  illumination. 
The  Town  Corporation  became  the  largest  shareholder  in  the 
Company.  Under  the  able  management  of  the  President  of  the 
Company,  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Merritt,  this  enterprise  has  always 
proved  a  financial  success.  It  is  referred  to  farther  in  another 
place. 

Passing  on  to  the  time  of  the  war  in  1854-6,  between  the  allies 
England  and  France,  and  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  St.  Catharines 
derived  considerable  benefit  from  that  event.    The  price  of  wheat 
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rose  for  a  brief  space  to  $2.25  per  bushel.  The  sudden  close  of 
this  war  in  1857  produced  disastrous  effects  on  three  out  of  the 
four  manufacturers  of  flour  in  this  town  for  exportation. 

Before  they  could  convert  their  lar8:e  stock  of  higfh  priced 
wheat  into  flour  and  market  the  flour,  the  price  of  breadstuffs 
experience(J  a  great  fall  and  financial  failure  overtook  the  three 
millers  first  mentioned.  The  fourth,  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Merrltt,  being 
more  cautious  or  better  informed,  disposed  of  his  stock  of  wheat 
and  fiour  in  time  to  save  himself. 

This  disaster  however  was  only  of  a  personal  nature.  Two 
citizens  of  St.  Catharines  who  began  to  come  to  the  front  as 
business  men  at  that  period,  James  Norris  and  Sylvester  Neelon, 
purchased  two  of  the  mills  involved  in  the  failure.  The  third 
mill,  viz  :  The  J.  L.  Ranney  mill,  at  Lock  2  on  the  Welland 
Canal,  was  presently  destroyed  by  fire,  but  on  the  ruins  sprang 
up  the  large  edge  tool  manufactory  of  Messrs.  Tuttle  &  Date.  St. 
Catharines,  as  a  community  was  none  the  worse  for  the  occurren- 
ces just  mentioned. 

During  the  course  of  the  decade  from  1851  to  1861  several  pub- 
lic events  of  much  direct  importance  to  St.  Catharines,  call  for 
mention.  The  opening  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  in  1853-4 
between  the  Niagara  river  and  the  Detroit  river,  with  a  station 
in  St.  Catharines,  is  the  first  of  these  events.  The  next  in  order 
of  time,  was  the  termination  of  intra-mural  burial  of  the  dead 
in  the  local  church  yards,  a  measure  of  the  utmost  sanitary  impor- 
tance and  the  inauguration  in  1855-6  of  the  present  cemetery  for 
the  interment  of  the  dead.  This  public  improvement  was 
chiefly  attributable  to  the  energy  of  Mr.  Calvin  Phelps,  a  prom- 
inent citizen  and  member  of  the  Town  Council  at  that  time. 

The  leveling  and  grading  of  the  principal  business  streets, 
St.  Paul  and  Ontario  Streets,  to  overcome  the  serious  drawbacks 
of  the  natural  hilly  topography,  were  most  important  public 
works  carried  on  in  St.  Catharines  during  the  decade  1851-61. 
In  this  decade  also  several  rural  highways  leading  to  the  town 
were  macadamized  and  otherwise  improved  by  St.  Catharines 
Joint  Stock  Road  Companies  in  which  the  town  corporation  was 
a  large  shareholder,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  access  to  the 
town. 

In  1859,  the  Welland  Railway,  with  its  principal  office  and 
station  at  St.  Catharines,  was  opened  between  Port  Dalhousie  on 
Lake  Ontario,  and  Port  Colborne  on  Lake  Erie.  At  each  of  these 
harbors  this  railway  was  equipped  with  grain  elevators.  The 
inception  and  construction  of  this  road  are  due  to  Hon.  William 
H.  Merritt.  Its  main  design  was  to  act  as  an  adjuvant  of  the 
Welland  Canal  in   the    following  manner  :    Grain   laden   vessels 
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arriving  at  Port  Colborne  from  upper  lake  ports,  en  route  for  ports 
on  Lake  Ontario  or  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  in  the  event  of  their 
draught  of  water  being  too  great  for  their  passage  through  the 
Welland  Canal  to  Port  Dalhousie,  were  to  be  lightered  sufficient- 
ly for  them  to  pass  down  the  canal,  the  lightered  grain  being 
transferred  to  specially  constructed  freight  cars  on  the  railway 
at  the  Port  Colborne  elevator,  was  to  be  conveyed  by  the  railway 
to  Port  Dalhousie,  and  there  transferred  to  the  vessel  again 
which  would  then  proceed  full  laden  to  its  destination. 

Although  this  lightering  scheme  was  of  no  great  tangible 
benefit  to  St.  Catharines,  nevertheless,  by  his  representations 
and  influence,  Mr.  Merritt  persuaded  the  tax  payers  of  the  town 
to  vote  $200,000  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Welland  Rail- 
way.    No  other  place  along  the  line  gave  it  assistance. 

The  direct  advantages  of  the  road  to  the  town  were,  the  traffic 
connection  it  gave  with  points  on  the  line,  and  relief  from  the 
Great  Western  Railway's  monopoly  charges,  by  means  of  its 
connection  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  system  at  Port 
Colborne. 

Among  the  prominent  citizens  who  as  members  of  the  Town 
Council  of  St.  Catharines,  during  the  course  of  this  decade,  took 
an  active  part  in  the  important  public  undertakings  just  detailed, 
occur  the  names  of  William  H.  Merritt,  jr.,  James  G.  Currie, 
William  McGiverin,  Calvin  Phelps,  James  R.  Benson,  George 
Rykert,  Henry  H.  Collier,  T.  R.  Merritt  and  Elias  S.  Adams, 
who  was  Mayor  continuously  from  1852  to  1859.  No  other  oc- 
cupant of  the  civic  chair  has  enjoyed  a  similar  distinction. 

In  1860  St.  Catharines  was  honored  with  a  visit  by  H.  R.  H. 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  was  received  with  every  demonstration 
of  loyalty  and  respect  by  the  people  of  St.  Catharines  and  the 
County  of  Lincoln  in  general. 

The  town  continued  to  make  uniform  and  steady  progress 
until  1861  when  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  between  the  Southern 
States  of  the  American  Union  and  the  General  Government,  gave 
an  additional  stimulus  to  its  growth.  The  Canadian  Census  that 
year  gave  St.  Catharines  a  population  of  6,284.  During  the  four 
years  of  its  continuance,  the  American  war  caused  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  large  amount  of  money  in  St.  Catharines,  likewise 
among  the  farmers  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula,  who  found  a  mar- 
ket on  their  premises,  at  high  prices  for  everything,  both  animal 
and  vegetable,  they  had  to  sell.  A  large  number  of  wealthy 
Southerners  who  spent  money  freely,  then  made  their  residence 
in  the  town. 

Up  to  the  year  1864  Niagara  was  the  County  town  of  the 
County  of  Lincoln.     That  year,  on  account  of  its   more   conven- 
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rose  for  a  brief  space  to  $2.25  per  bushel.  The  sudden  close  of 
this  war  in  1857  produced  disastrous  effects  on  three  out  of  the 
four  manufacturers  of  flour  in  this  town  for  exportation. 

Before  they  could  convert  their  large  stock  of  higfh  priced 
wheat  into  flour  and  market  the  flour,  the  price  of  breadstuffs 
experienced  a  g-reat  fall  and  financial  failure  overtook  the  three 
millers  first  mentioned.

In  1859,  the  Welland  Railway,  with  its  principal  office  and 
station  at  St.  Catharines,  was  opened  between  Port  Dalhousie  on 
Lake  Ontario,  and  Port  Colborne  on  Lake  Erie.  At  each  of  these 
harbors  this  railway  was  equipped  with  grain  elevators.  The 
inception  and  construction  of  this  road  are  due  to  Hon.  William 
H.  Merritt.  Its  main  design  was  to  act  as  an  adjuvant  of  the 
Welland  Canal  in   the    following  manner  :    Grain   laden   vessels 
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arriving  at  Port  Colborne  from  upper  lake  ports,  en  route  for  ports 
on  Lake  Ontario  or  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  in  the  event  of  their 
draught  of  water  being  too  great  for  their  passage  through  the 
Welland  Canal  to  Port  Dalhousie,  were  to  be  lightered  sufficient- 
ly for  them  to  pass  down  the  canal,  the  lightered  grain  being 
transferred  to  specially  constructed  freight  cars  on  the  railway 
at  the  Port  Colborne  elevator,  was  to  be  conveyed  by  the  railway 
to  Port  Dalhousie,  and  there  transferred  to  the  vessel  again 
which  would  then  proceed  full  laden  to  its  destination. 

Although  this  lightering  scheme  was  of  no  great  tangible 
benefit  to  St.  Catharines,  nevertheless,  by  his  representations 
and  influence,  Mr.  Merritt  persuaded  the  tax  payers  of  the  town 
to  vote  $200, QOO  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Welland  Rail- 
way.    No  other  place  along  the  line  gave  it  assistance. 

The  direct  advantages  of  the  road  to  the  town  were,  the  traffic 
connection  it  gave  with  points  on  the  line,  and  relief  from  the 
Great  Western  Railway's  monopoly  charges,  by  means  of  its 
connection  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  system  at  Port 
Colborne. 

Among  the  prominent  citizens  who  as  members  of  the  Town 
Council  of  St.  Catharines,  during  the  course  of  this  decade,  took 
an  active  part  in  the  important  public  undertakings  just  detailed, 
occur  the  names  of  William  H.  Merritt,  jr.,  James  G.  Currie, 
William  McGiverin,  Calvin  Phelps,  James  R.  Benson,  George 
Rykert,  Henry  H.  Collier,  T.  R.  Merritt  and  Elias  S.  Adams, 
who  was  Mayor  continuously  from  1852  to  1859.  No  other  oc- 
cupant of  the  civic  chair  has  enjoyed  a  similar  distinction. 

In  1860  St.  Catharines  was  honored  with  a  visit  by  H.  R.  H. 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  was  received  with  every  demonstration 
of  loyalty  and  respect  by  the  people  of  St.  Catharines  and  the 
County  of  Lincoln  in  general. 

The  town  continued  to  make  uniform  and  steady  progress 
until  1861  when  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  between  the  Southern 
States  of  the  American  Union  and  the  General  Government,  gave 
an  additional  stimulus  to  its  growth.  The  Canadian  Census  that 
year  gave  St.  Catharines  a  population  of  6,284.  During  the  four 
years  of  its  continuance,  the  American  war  caused  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  large  amount  of  money  in  St.  Catharines,  likewise 
among  the  farmers  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula,  who  found  a  mar- 
ket on  their  premises,  at  high  prices  for  everything,  both  animal 
and  vegetable,  they  had  to  sell.  A  large  number  of  wealthy 
Southerners  who  spent  money  freely,  then  made  their  residence 
in  the  town. 

Up  to  the  year  1864  Niagara  was  the  County  town  of  the 
County  of  Lincoln.     That  year,  on  account  of  its   more   conven- 
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ient  situation  for  the  transaction  of  County  business,  St.  Cathar- 
ines was  made  the  County  town  of  the  County  of  Ivincoln.  This 
chang^e  added  g^reatly  to  the  permanent  importance  and  business 
of  St.  Catharines.  The  successful  issue  of  the  movement  to  con- 
stitute St.  Catharines  the  County  town  of  the  County  of  Lincoln 
was  mainly  due  to  the  active  exertions  of  Mr.  J.  Charles  Rykert, 
who  at  that  time  was  M.  P.  for  the  Countv. 

During:  the  decade  reaching  from  1861  to  1871,  ship-building: 
and  merchant  flour  mills  .maintained  and  increased  the  lead 
in  extent  and  importance  among-  all  the  other  industries  of  St. 
Catharines,  which  they  had  assumed  in  the  previous  decade, 
the  St.  Catharines  fleet  of  vessels  being  among  the  largest  in 
number  that  carried  the  British  flag  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

In  1863  her  owner,  James  Norris,  placed  the  steamer 
America  as  a  passenger  and  freight  boat  on  the,  route  between 
St.  Catharines  and  Montreal,  After  several  years  of  active  and 
prosperous  service,  he  replaced  the  America  with  the  larger 
steamer  Persia,  which  remains  on  the  route  at  present. 

Dr.  Theophilus  Mack,  a  leading  physician  of  St.  Catharines, 
deserves  mention  on  account  of  the  permanent  boon  he  conferred 
on  the  town  by  starting  the  St.  Catharines  General  Hospital. 
This  charity  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  the  Provincial  Parlia- 
ment in  1865,. but  its  first  Government  grant  was  not  made  until 
1868.  The  training  school  for  nurses  is  an  invaluable  adjunct 
of  this  hospital,  of  which  Dr.  Mack  was   the   originator  likewise. 

The  master  mariners  and  sailors  who  manned  the  St.  Catha- 
rines vessels,  mostly  made  the  town  their  home  and  added 
greatly  to  its  population,  wealth  and  importance.  The  principal 
owners  of  these  vessels  were  :  James  Norris,  Sylvester  Neelon, 
-John  C.Graham.  James  Murray,  Wm.  A.  Chisholm,  and  Thomas 
R.  Merritt,  All  except  the  last  two  rose  from  before  the  mast. 
Having  previously  disposed  of  his  vessels,  in  January  1869  Mr. 
Merritt  sold  his  mill  property  to  Messrs.  ISForris  &  Neelon,  and 
retired  from  the  milling  business  likewise. 

The  Canadian  census  of  1871  showed  a  population  in  St. 
Catharines  of  7,864.  The  prospects  of  profitable  vessel  business 
continued  good  at  the  beginning  of  the  decade  1871-81.  Accord- 
ingly the  St.  Catharines  shipyards  of  Louis  Shickluna-  and 
Melancthon  Simpson  continued  actively  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  new  vessels  of  which  a  large  proportion  were  steam^ers, 
during  the  years  1871^3.  The  importance  of  St,  Catharines  as 
•a  shipping  centre  culminated  in  the  fall  of  1873,  when  the  calami- 
tous financial  crash  of  the  Jay  Cooke  &  Co's  failure  occurred.  In 
that  year  nine  steam  and  eight  sailing  vessels  were  built  in  the 
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St.  Catharines  District,  Notwithstanding:  the  arrest  of  further 
progress  of  vessel  interests,  and  the  serious  reduction  of  profits 
from  vessel  property  which  then  began,  the  progress  and  general 
prosperity  of  the  town  continued.  Opportunely,  the  second 
enlargement  of  the  Welland  Canal,  authorized  by  the  Dominion 
Parliament  in  1871,  was  commenced  in  1873.  The  scale  of  en- 
largement ultimately  adopted  for  the  Welland  and  also  the  St. 
Ivawrence  Canals,  comprised  locks  270  feet  in  length  and  45  feet 
in  width,  with  a  draught  of  14  feet  of  water  on  the  sills,  together 
with  all  other  Canal  works  necessary  for  the  passage  of  vessels  of 
2000  tons  burthen.  The  limit  of  the  canal  previously  was  for 
vessels  of  600  tons  burthen. 

This  great  undertaking  involved  an  expenditure  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  St.  Catharines,  of  $16,000,000,  of  which  $12,000,000 
were  expended  between  the  commencement  of  work  on  the  en- 
largement in  1873,  and  the  opening  of  the  Canal  for  traffic  on  the 
enlarged  scale,  in  1883.  In  the  onward  rush  of  St.  Catharines, 
that  followed  the  commencement  of  this  great  public  work,  the 
depression  in. the  shipping  interests  of  the  town  was  lost  sight  of. 
St.  Catharines  under  this  powerful  stimulus  progressed  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  In  the  Spring  of  1876,  the  Municipal  Assessors,  by 
actual  count,  found  12,870  souls  domiciled  in  the  town.  The 
ambition  now  sprang  up,  to  elevate  St.  Catharines  to  the  status 
of  a  city.  All  necessary  proceedings  were  accordingly  taken  for 
the  purpose,  and  on  May  1st,  1876,  the  town  became  the  City 
of  St.  Catharines.  At  the  same  time  the  city  limits  were 
extended  from  the  previous  acreage  of  1,300  to  2,400  acres.  The 
construction  of  Municipal  Water  Works  already  begun,  was 
proceeded  with.     They  came  into  use  at  the  close  of  1877. 

In  that  year  the  Protestant  Orphan's  Home  was  opened. 
The  founding  of  this  very  worthy  public  charity  was  mainly 
attributable  to  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Merritt,  who 
donated  an  eligible  site  and  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  building.  Over  400  children  have  been  cared 
for  in  this  institution. 

In  1879  Dr.  I^ucius  S.  Oille  brought  to  public  attention  the 
importance  of  providing  street  railway  accommodation  for  pas- 
senger traffic  between  the  adjacent  growing  municipalities  Mer- 
ritton  and  Thorold,  and  St.  Catharines.  The  idea  was  favorably 
received.  Soon  a  number  of  enterprising  citizens  came  to  his 
side.  The  St.  Catharines  Street  Railway  Company  was  organized. 
Subscriptions  of  stock  were  procured,  and  contracts  for  construc- 
tion were  let.  November  First,  1879,  the  road  was  opened  for 
traffic.  Its  popularity  was  instantaneous.  The  number  of 
passengers  carried  during  the  first  year  was  140,000.     From  its

commencement  to  the  present  time,  this  Street  Railway  has 
been  an  important  feeder  to  St.  Catharines,  as  well  as  a  source 
of  convenience  to  the  population  of  Merritton  and  Thorold. 

The  amalgfamation  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  in  1883 
with  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  and  that  of  the  Welland  Railway 
with  the  same  road  in  1884,  subjected  St.  Catharines  completely 
to  railway  monopoly.  The  business  of  the  city  began  to  suffer 
from  oppressive  freight  rates  directly,  and  indirectly  in  selling 
markets  where  the  the  St.  Catharines  manufacturers  met  in 
competition  goods  coming  from  cities  and  towns  enjoying  the 
advantage  of  competition  in  freight  rates.  Dr.  Oille  thereupon 
initiated  an  agitation  for  the  construction  of  an  independent  rail- 
way extending  easterly  from  St.  Catharines  to  the  Canada  South- 
ern Railway  (operated  by  the  Michigan  Central  Railway  Com- 
pany) and  the  United  States  Railways  at  the  Niagara  River 
bridges,  and  westerly  to  a  connection  with  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railv/ay.  The  project  met  general  approval  among  the  business 
men  of  all  classes.  An  Act  of  Parliament  was  presently  obtained 
incorporating  the  St.  Catharines  and  Niagara  Central  Railway 
Company.  Sufficient  subscriptions  of  stock  in  the  Company 
having  been  obtained,  the  Company  was  organized.  Later  on,  it 
procured  Municipal  and  Government  aid  and  necessary  franchises. 
Several  men  of  capital  and  enterprise  joined  in  the  undertaking. 
Contracts  were  let,  and  right  of  way  acquired  for  the  first  section 
of  the  line  reaching  from  St.  Catharines  to  Niagara  Falls.  In 
1888  this  line  was  completed  and  opened  for  traffic,  and  the  G. 
T.  R.  monopoly  over  St.  Catharines  was  effectually  broken.  St, 
Catharines  has  ever  since  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  being  a 
competing  point  by  rail.  Freight  traffic  on  this  road  grew  con- 
tinually until  the  tonnage  reached  72,600  tons  in  1896. 

After  the  usual  amount  of  financial  troubles  of  railways,  aris- 
ing from  large  bonded  and  floating  debts,  in  1899  this  line' of  rail- 
way came  by  purchase  into  the  hands  of  the  present  owners,  whose 
operations  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Suffice  it  to 
say  here  that  this  railway  from  the  beginning  has  been  of  great 
utility  to  St.  Catharines,  which  the  future  promises  to  increase. 

In  1887  the  City  acquired  the  well  situated  property  bounded 
by  Ontario,  Lake,  Queen,  and  Midland  streets,  for  a  spacious  pub- 
lic park  and  place  of  recreation.  Mr.  George  C.  Carlisle  was  the 
chief  author  of  its  acquisition.  Its  name,  Montebello,  is  appro- 
priate.    It  is  a  favorite  resort  of  the  citizens  and  excursionists. 

Before  closing  these  brief  annals  of  St.  Catharines,  the 
explanation  is  called  for,  that  the  industrial  void  created  by  the 
lapse  of  the  shipping  interests,  has  been  far  more  than  filled  by 
the  great  subsequent  growth  and  development  of  manufactories. 
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The  standing  of  St.  Catharines  as  a  manufacturing  centre  is  exemplified  by 
the  list  which  follows  of  the  mills  and  other  manufacturing  industries  carried  on 
in  the  city  :

The  Co-Operative  Cycle  and  Motor  Company,  Limited,  was  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  the  plant,  machinery,  stock-in-trade,  business  and  good- 
will of  the  McBurney-Beattie  Company,  of  Toronto,  Limited,  and  the  W.  G. 
Nott  Bicycle  Company,  of  Brantford,  Limited,  and  to  continue  the  manufacture 
of  Bicycles  on  an  extensive  scale,  and  to  manufacture  motor  cycles  and  auto- 
mobiles, both  of  which  classes  of  vehicles  are  destined  to  have   a   very  large  sale. 

They  removed  the  above  mentioned  businesses  to  St.  Catharines,  where  they 
purchased  land  conveniently  situated  by  the  side  of  the  tracks  of  two  railways 
and  erected  a  large  factory,  40x100  feet,  three  storeys  in  height,  with  an 
annex  35x45  feet,  which  they  have  equipped  with  all  the  latest  and  most  modern 
machinery  adapted  to  their  method  of  doing  business,  and  are  now  turning  out 
wheels  as  rapidly  as  machinery,  skill  and  labor  can  possibly  accomplish  it.  They 
have  sufficient  orders  ahead  already  to  keep  them  going  for  at  least  three  months.

brick  building  three  stories  high,  with   plant   that  is  up  to  date  in  every  particular. 

They  generate  their  own  electric  light,  and  their  workshop  is  a  model  of  con- 
venience and   neatness. 

Since  their  inauguration  the  Company  have  always  enjoyed  an  extensive  and 
a  steadily  growing  trade,  selling  their  product  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver,  and 
among  the  trade  their  goods  are  a  household  word. 

The  excellence  of  their  product  soon  became  almost  as  well  known  in  the 
United  States  as  in  Canada,  to  such  an  extent  that  quite  a  large  export  trade  was 
shortly  worked  up  with  our  American  cousins,  and  very  scon  it  was  found  ne- 
cessary to  start  a  branch  en  the  American  side  to  take  care  of  their  enormously 
increasitg  business  in  the  United  States.  As  a  result,  land  was  purchased  on 
Willow  Avenue,  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  the  erection  of  a  model  factory  was 
commenced.

This  Company  was  founded  in  1876  under  the  name  of  McKinnon  &  Co. 

In  1878,  a  new  Company  was  formed  with  the  firm  name  of  McKinnon  & 
Mitchell,  to  carry  on  the  manufacture  of  buggy  and  wagon  gears  and  a  patented 
adjustable  dash  ;  their  jobbing  goods  trade  increased  very  fast,  and  they  were 
forced  into  larger  quarters. 

In  1888,  a  further  change  was  made  in  the  Company,  owing  to  the  many  new 
lines  added,  and  the  McKinnon  Dash  &  Hardware  Co.  was  formed  with  a  capital 
of  $50,000,  and  in  1893  the  firm  was  incorporated. 

The  Company  has  a  large  trade  in  all  kinds  of  carriage  hardware,  suspender 
buckles  and  trimmings,  bicycles,  chains,  etc.  They  ship  goods  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  Oceans,  also  to  Australia,  South  Africa  and  England. 

In  1890,  a  further  change  was  made  ;  the  capital  was  increased  to  |4oo,ooo 
and  a  full  line  of  saddlery  hardware  was  added,  and  the  firm  name  now  is  Mc- 
Kinnon Dash  &  Metal  Works  Co.,  Limited. 

The  Company  has  now  in  hand  the  erection  of  a  new  factory  of  very  large 
dimensions,  the  main  building  being  350  feet  long  by  50  feet  wide,  and  two 
storeys  high,  with  7  wings  from  the  main  building  50  feet  wide  by  50  to  100  feet 
long. 

They  are  adding  more  new  lines,  and  will  employ  over  200  operatives  when  in 
their  new  premises. 

The  lines  drawn  herewith  represent  the  exact  proportion  of  growth  in  their 
business  during  fourteen  years.  This  growth  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  in- 
crease in  carriage  trade,  and  shows  that  their  goods  have  become  the  standard

the  destruction  by  fire  of  their  premises  on  Wiley  and  Nelson  streets  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1900. 

Mr.  George  W^ilson,  the  pioneer  of  the  business,  commenced  bis  career  as  a 
builder  and  contractor  in  1863.  During  his  long  career  he  has  erected  many  fine 
buildings  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  The  great  five  and  six  storey  build- 
ings of  the  Maple  Leaf  Rubber  Co.,  at  Port  Dalhousie,  afford  a  conspicuous  ex- 
ample of  the  work  of  this  firm,  visible  from  the  deck  of  every  vessel  that  enters 
the  harbor.

the  country  cross-roads  where  everything  was  sold,

St.   Catharines  is  well  supplied  with  Churches,    the  number  being    no    less 
than  eighteen. 

-There  are  four  Anglican,  St.  George,  St.  Thomas,  St.  Barnabas,  and  Christ 
Church.  Two  Roman  Catholic,  three  Methodist,  three  Presbyterian,  two 
Baptist,  one  Congregational,  one  Disciples  of  Christ,  and  two  churches  of  colored 
people,  Methodist  and  Baptist  respectively.  There  is  also  a  Salvation  Army 
Headquarters, 

Several  of  the  Churches  are  of  large  size  and  fine  architectural  design.     They 
all  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 


ST.  GEORGE'S  The   oldest  Church  in  this  city,  and  one  of  the  few 

really  old  and  historic  Churches  of  the  Anglican  com- 
CHURCH.  munion  in  Canada,  is  St.  George's  Church,  St.  Cathar- 

ines. In  1829  a  Rectory  was  secured,  and  in  1835  St. 
Catharines  or  Grantham  was  constituted  a  Crown  Rectory  by  Royal  Letters 
Patent.  Rev.  James  Clarke,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Armagh,  Ireland, 
was  the  first  rector  under  the  new  conditions.  The  original  church  was  founded 
in  1796,  being  located  upon  Yates  Street,  but  after  it  was  burnt  the  site  was 
transferred  to  Church  Street,  where  the  present  building  stands.  In  1835 
the  foundation  stone  was  laid  with  Masonic  honors,  but  it  was  not  finished  until 
1840,  the  services  in  the  meantime  having  been  held  in  the  old  Grantham 
Academy.  On  the  second  Sunday  in  July  1840,  and  the  second  after  opening  his 
new  church.  Rev.  Mr.  Clarke  was  accidentally  killed  on  his  way  to  hold 
service  in  Port  Dalhousie.  The  Bishop  of  Toronto  shortly  afterwards  appointed 
Rev.  Dr.  Atkinson  as  his  successor,  who  held  the  rectorship  with  great 
acceptance  for  nearly  24  years.  On  his  death  in  1864  Rev.  Henry  Hollarkl 
was  appointed  to  succeed  him.  Rev.  E.  M.  Bland,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Holland 
in  1888,  became  Rector,  but  he  only  held  the  rectorship  for  a  little  over  a  year, 
when  the  present  rector  accepted  the  position. 

In  1887,  the  Jubilee  year  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  the  Church  wa.s 
equipped  with  an  excellent  chime  of  bells. 

During  the  past  year  the  church  was  greatly  improved  by  replacing  the  old 
antiquated  pews  with  comfortable  modern  seats,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  James  Taylor, 
and  cutting  off  the  unused  transepts.  St.  George's  Church  is  now  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  Diocese,  with  commodious  chapel,  Sunday-school  rooms  and  other 
necessary  equipment  of  a  modern  congregation.  In  1892  the  present  rector 
published  a  valuable  history  of  the  church.  There  is  no  church  in  the  Diocese 
where  the  services  are  held  more  punctually  or  with  greater  regularity.  During 
the  present  rectorship  large  sums  have  been  expended  on  the  building.  So 
popular  have  been  the  changes  that  all  the  seats  were  promptly  taken  and  an 
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additional  number  added,  which  were  also  paid  for  by  Mrs.  Taylor,

ST.  THOMAS'  The     beautiful     Anglican    Church,    known     as    St. 

Thomas,  grew  from  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church, 
CHURCH-  comprising  the  south  western  part  of  St.  Cathar- 

ines, which  was  set  apart  from  the  Parish  of  St. 
Catharines  in  1872.  Christ  Church  with  Rev.  William  Shortt  as  Rector  was 
opened  by  the  Bishop  of  Toronto  in  1873.     Christ  Church  prospered. 

Rev.  William  Brookman  assumed  charge  of  the  Parish  as  Rector  in  1876. 

One  year  later,  on  account  of  its  rapid  growth,  the  congregation  undertook 
the  erection  of  the  beautiful  and  commodious  St.  Thomas  Church,  on  Ontario 
Street  opposite  Church  Street,  one  of  the  most  commanding  church  sites  in  St. 
Catharines.  The  foundation  stone  was  laid  September  Twelfth,  1877.  It  was  on 
this  occasion  that  Dr.  Theo.  Mack,  a  leading  parishioner,  uttered  these  words: 
'*  We  enter  upon  our  task  in  the  hope  that  we  shall  ere  long  bring  to  a  satisfactory 
completion  a  church  wherein  we  and  our  descendants  may  pray  in  the  beautiful 
and  scriptural  language  of  our  Liturgy  and  worship  in  spirit  and  in  truth  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  of  the  glorious  Reformation,  and  the  tenets 
sanctified  by  the  martyrdom  of  our  bishops." 

St.  Thomas  Church  was  formally  opened  November  Nineteenth,  1879,  The 
cost  of  this  Church  was  $25,000. 

Following  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brookman,  Rev.  Oliver  F.  Booth  became  Rector  in 
1880,  and  after  him  in  1886  Rev.  W.  J.  Armitage  assumed  the  rectorship.  Rev. 
Mr.  Armitage  resigned  in  September  1897,  and  the  present  Rector,  Rev. 
N.  I.  Perry,  M.  A.,  came  into  control  in  November  following. 

The  parish  statistics  are  a  record  of  growth  in  every  part,  especially  in  the 
Sunday-School  of  which  the  membership,  547,  is  the  largest  in  the  Niagara 
Peninsula.  Various  auxiliary  organizations  have  been  formed  from  time  to  time 
among  the  zealous  members  of  the  Church  congregation,  who  have  materially 
assisted  the  rector  in  the  performance  of  the  several  branches  of  church  work. 
Much  of  the  present  church  decoration  is  due  to  the  active  efforts  of  several 
of  the  auxiliary  church  organizations.  The  present  church  wardens  are  Dr.  W. 
H.  Merritt  and  Mr.  S.  McLean. 
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The  church  edifice  is  a  splendid  architectural  success.     The  style  is  Norman, 
distinguished  by  massive  towers  and  semicircular   arches.     From  every  point  of 
view,  distant  and  near,  this  church  receives  admiring  attention. 


ST.  BARNABAS        St.    Barnabas  was  begun   as    a  mission    twenty-seven 

years    ago  by    Rev.  Henry    Holland    at    that    time 

CHURCH.  rector  of  St.  Catharines.     The  work  grew  apace  and 

a   small  frame  church  was  built  on  John  Street.     A 

united  and  growing  congregation  worshipped  here. 

St.  Barnabas  was  erected  into  a  parish  in  1879  with  Rev.  Alexander  W. 
Macnab  as  the  first  rector.  During  his  incumbency  the  church  was  removed  to 
its  present  site  on  Queenston  Street,  He  was  succeeded  in  1891  by  Rev.  Charles 
Herbert  Shutt,  and  the  present  church  edifice  was  erected  during  his  incumbency. 
The  present  rector  Rev.  Maurice  W.  Britton  was  inducted  by  the  I^ord  Bishop  of 
Niagara,  on  St.  Andrew's  day,  thirteenth  of  November,  1896,  The  congregation 
have  made  heavy  sacrifices  in  order  to  build  and  maintain  their  beautiful  church. 
Their  zeal  and  devotion  are  worthy  of  commendation.  The  services  are  fully 
choral.  The  singing  is  led  by  a  male  surpliced  choir  supplemented  by  female 
voices.  The  present  Church  Wardens  are  Messrs,  William  Canute  and  Pierson 
Cook.  Church  work  is  carried  on  by  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  of  which  Mr. 
Harry  A.  Gunn  is  librarian  and  Mr.  Murray  Overholt  is  secretary-treasurer  ;  the 
St.  Barnabas  Young  Peoples  Society,  also  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Mrs.  E 
Lancaster,  President. 


ROMAN  CATHOLIC  The  Roman  Catholic  population  of  St.  Catharines 

is  about  two  thousand.    The  ecclesiastical  property 
CHURCH*  is  very  valuable  and  consists  of  an   elegant   stone 

church  on  Church  street,  a  convent  for  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Joseph,  a  residence  for  the  pastor,  three  schools,  one  of  which  cost  $17,000. 
The  Rector  of  St.  Catharines  church  is  Very  Rev,  Dean  Harris,  D.D.,  LL.D.. 
who  has  had  charge  of  this  parish  for  seventeen  years.  During  his  incumbency 
there  have  been  expended  over  sixty  thousand  dollars  in  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, making  the  parish  of  St.  Catharines  one  of  the  best  equipped  in  Ontario. 
The  Curate  assisting  the  Dean  is  Rev.  J.  Minnahan. 

There  are  thirteen  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  engaged  in  teaching. 
St.  Mary's  Parish,    in  the  western  part  of  the  City,  is  cared  for  by  Rev.  L.  A. 
H.  Allain,    Pastor.     Near  the  church  building  are  the  priest's  residence  and  a 
school,  both  fine  brick  structures. 


WELLAND  AVENUE  This  church  was  organized  as  a  separate  con- 

gregation in   connection   with   St.    Paul   Street 
METHODIST  CHURCH        Church    in     the    year     1870.        Revs.   James 

Brock  and  George   H.   Bridgman,    M.A,,    being 
the  pastors.     The  frame  church  on  Henry  street,  now  used  as  the  Sunday   School 
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Hall,  was  erected  during  the  following  year.  Welland  Avenue  Church  was  set  apart 
from  St.  Paul  St.  Church  in  the  year  1876,  and  during  that  year  the  present  very  hand- 
some and  commodious  church  was  erected,  on  the  corner  of  Welland  Avenue  and 
Henry  streets,  at  a  cost  of  about  |20,ooo,  with  a  seating  capacity  for  700  persons, 
the  Rev.  Thos.  Colling,  B.A.,  being  the  pastor,  and  S.  R.  Badgeley  the  architect. 
The  church  was  dedicated  in  1877  by  the  late  Rev.  James  Gray,  President  of  the 
Conference. 

The  church  at  the  present  time  has  a  membership  of  403,  a  very  large  and 
prosperous  Sunday  School,  strong  and  efficient  Senior  and  Junior  Epworth 
Leagues,  an  active  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  an  Auxiliary  of  the  Women's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  and  an  excellent  Choir. 

The  church  has  been  well  supplied  with  able  and  devoted  ministers  since  its 
organization.  The  following  have  been  its  pastors  :  Revs.  Thos.  Colling,  B.A., 
John  Ridley,  J.  W,  Holmes,  Lewis  W.  Crews,  B.A,,  Vernon  H.  Emory,  James 
Van  Wyck,  B.A.,  Geo.  A.  Mitchell,  B.A.,  Geo.  W.  Kerby,  B.A.,  John  Philp,  D.D. 
The  present  pastor  is   Rev.  William  Smythe. 


BAPTIST  CHURCH,  Rev.  J.  E.  Trotter,  Pastor.     The  real  history  of 

the  Queen  Street  Baptist  Church  begins  far  back  of 

QUEEN   STREET.  its  organization.     The  record  begins  with  what  was 

then  named  "The  Grantham  Baptist  Church,"  or- 
ganized at  Ten -mile  Creek  schoolhouse,  Grantham,  in  1833,  which  was  an  off- 
shoot of  the  "Clinton  Baptist  Church,"  Beamsville.  The  members  were  twenty- 
two  in  number,  some  of  whose  descendants  are  still  in  the  church. 

In  1842,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Geo.  Wilson,  the  church  was  removed 
from  Grantham  to  St.  Catharines,  with  change  of  name,  and  a  small  wooden 
structure  was  erected  on  the  present  site. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Ryerson,  the  increasing  congregation 
necessitated  the  erection  of  a  larger  building,  and  in  1852  an  edifice  of  stone  was 
erected.  About  eight  years  ago,  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Jesse  Gibson, 
the  building  was  nearly  destroyed  by  fire,  nothing  but  the  walls  remaining. 
With  commendable  zeal  pastor  and  people  set  themselves  to  restore  their  house  of 
worship,  generous  help  being  given  by  the  citizens  and  others,  and  the  present 
edifice  is  the  result  of  their  united  efforts.  At  the  same  time  a  parsonage  was 
built,  which  stands  in  close  proximity  to  the  church. 

Many  noble  men  have  served  the  church  as  pastors.  Following  is  the  list  : 
Revs.  David  Currie,  J.  E.  Allison,  George  Wilson,  D.D.,  A.  Cleghorn,  Wm.  Hew- 
son,  J  E.  Ryerson,  G.  M.  W.  Carey,  D.D.,  Charles  Walker,  J.  W.  Thorne,  C. 
Perren,  D.D.,  J.  W.  A.  Stewart,  B.A.,  W.  H.  Potter,  M.A.,  A.  Murdoch,  L.L.D., 
and  Jesse  Gibson.  The  present  pastor,  J.  E.  Trotter,  entered  upon  his  work  in 
1896.  The  church  adopts  the  system  of  free  sittings.  The  present  membership 
is  about  three  hundred. 
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FIRST  PRESBYTERIAN        The  First  Presbyterian  Church,   St.   Catharines, 

was  constituted  by  Rev.    A.    K.    Buell,  from  the 

CHURCH.  Presbytery   of  Cayuga,  in  the  State  of  New  York, 

in  1 83 1,  with  a  Communion  Roll  of  eleven  persons, 

all  of  whom  have  passed  away.     The  first  Minister  was  Rev.  A.  K.  Buell,  and   the 

first  Elders  were  Messrs.  Oliver  Phelps  and  James  Black. 

In  1832  the  Church  and  Society  resolved  to  erect  a  "house  for  the  worship  of 
God."  This  building  was  where  the  Riordan  Block  now  stands.  In  1833  a  more 
permanent  building  was  begun,  and  in  1834  it  was  finished  and  dedicated.  In  1835 
Mr.  Buell  resigned  the  charge.  Rev.  R.  H.  Close  succeeded  Mr.  Buell.  He 
was  installed  by  the  Niagara  Presbytery  of  Upper  Canada  in  1837,  and  continued 
in  charge  until  June,  1839.  Rev.  J.  W.  Baynes  was  the  next  pastor,  who 
entered  upon  his  labors  Dec.  ist,  1840.  During  his  pastorate  a  steeple  was  erected 
and  a  bell  hung.  He  retired  from  the  church  in  May  1848.  Rev.  David  Barr 
was  the  next  pastor.  His  ministry  was  brief.  At  this  time  the  congregation 
changed  its  ecclesiastical  connection,  and  united  with  the  Presbytery  of  Buffalo, 
December  26th,  1849.  In  1850  Rev.  Joshua  Cook  began  a  pastorate  which  lasted 
a  little  more  than  four  years,  terminating  in  1854.  Following  him  in  succession 
as  pastors  were  Rev.  Robert  Robinson,  Rev.  Herman  C.  Riggs,  and  Rev. 
R.  Norton,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  in  i860.  His  pastorate  exceeded  in  length 
that  of  any  of  his  predecessors,  and  was  attended  with  a  good  measure  of  success. 
During  his  pastorate  the  manse  was  built  and  also  the  Sunday  School  building. 
He  resigned  in  1874. 

The  congregation  then  sought  admission  into  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Canada,  and  was  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton  the  same 
year.  In  1875  Rev.  George  Bruce  was  inducted  into  the  Charge  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Hamilton,  and  served  the  church  faithfully  until  November,  1883,  when 
he  removed  to  St.  John,  N.B.  The  present  church  edifice  was  erected  on  the  site 
of  the  old  brick  church  during  the  year  1877,  and  was  dedicated  the  year  follow- 
ing. In  1883  the  present  pastor.  Rev.  J.  H.  Ratcliffe,  was  inducted.  Splendid 
work  has  since  been  done  ;  the  church  debt  has  been  nearly  extinguished,  the 
church  renovated  and  beautified,  and  a  fine  organ  added  to  the  equipment.  The 
congregation  has  a  valuable  property  and  is  doing  well.  The  present  Elders  are 
Messrs.  G.  W.  Hodgetts.  A.  S.  St.  John,  W.  Manson  and  W.  W.  Tyrrill. 


KNOX  Rev.    George  H.    Smith,    M.A.,  D.D.,  Ph.D.,  pastor,  is  one 

of  the  leading  Presbyterian  Churches  in  the  Niagara  Penin- 
CHURCH.  sula.  A  congregation  was  organized  in  Grantham  Academy, 
in  1841,  in  connection  with  the  United  Secession  Church  of 
Scotland.  The  first  church  was  built  on  Centre  St.,  in  1844,  and  the  present 
building  erected  in  1859  and  enlarged  in  1874,  Instrumental  music  was  intro- 
duced in  1871.  At  the  time  of  the  union  in  1875  the  name  was  changed  to  Knox 
Church.  The  present  organ  was  built  in  1889,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  |3,ooo.  A 
manse  costing  |4,6oo  was  purchased  in  1892.      In  1900,  after  extensive  alterations, 
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the  church  was  re-opened,  Dec.  9th.  The  church  property,  including  organ  and 
memorial  windows,  is  valued  at  |i 7,000.  The  seating  capacity  is  600  ;  besides  a 
commodious  lecture  room,  class  rooms  and  other  ofl&ces,  giving  a  splendid  equip- 
ment for  modern  church  work. 

The  last  annual  report  states  that  there  are  six  elders,  twelve  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  312  members  on  the  roll,  157  families  under  pastoral  over- 
sight, 200  scholars  in  the  Sunday  school,  with  thirty  officers  and  teachers,  a 
Young  People's  Society  of  118,  a  Missionary  Society,  a  W.  F.  M.  Auxiliary, 
Ladies' Aid  and  Boys' Brigade.  Over  1 1,000  was  contributed  to  missionary  and 
benevolent  purposes,  and  the  total  revenue  was  15,684. 


ST.  PAUL  ST.  When  St.  Catharines   comprised   only  a  dozen  houses, 

the  founders  of  this  church  held  meetings  from  house  to 
METHODIST  house.     In    1823    Jonathan   H.    Clendennan    deeded   to 

Lyman   Parsons,    Philip  Shaver,    Hiram   Swazie,    Rufus 
CHURCH.  Wright  and  Gershom  Wright,  a  tract  of  land  upon  which 

they  were  "to  build  or  erect  a  house  or  place  of  worship." 
This  is  the  site  of  the  present  church.  About  1824  a  small  frame  building  was 
erected.  This  was  enlarged  and  improved  in  1846.  The  present  church  was  be- 
gun in  1861,  and  completed  to  the  point  of  the  roof  in  1863.  The  building  com- 
mittee consisted  of  Messrs.  Richard  Collier,  Moses  Cook,  Henry  Brownlee, 
Samuel  S.  Junkin  and  William  Pay,  In  the  year  1870  the  spire  was  added  at 
a  cost  of  $2,500.  January  loth,  1876,  the  interior  of  the  church  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  To  restore  it  cost  about  $10,000.  A  new  school  room  was  built  in 
1890,  at  a  cost  of  |5,329- 

This  church  has  a  Sabbath  School  enrollment  of  over  400,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Edmund  Stapleford,  Superintendent,  and  J.  A.  Wiley,  Secretary.  The 
seating  capacity  is  about  1,200.  The  musical  portion  of  the  church  service  is  led 
by  an  efficient  choir  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Teresa  Vanderburgh,  who  is 
also  organist.  This  church  is  thoroughly  equipped  in  every  department  and  is 
entirely  free  from  debt.  The  Pastor  is  Rev.  A.  L.  Gee,  M.A.,  Ph.D.  The 
Recording  Steward  is  William  J.  Robertson,  LL.B.  The  Secretary -Treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  Mr.  George  Burch.  E.  A.  Adams  is  President  of 
the  Epworth  League,  a  church  organization. 

This  church  is  the  parent  of  two  others  in  St.  Catharines,  which  are  flour- 
ishing and  independent,  viz.,  the  Welland  Avenue  Methodist  Church,  and  the 
Niagara  Street  Methodist  Church.

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  this  organization  for  its  good  work  in 
fostering  and  elevating  musical  taste,  and  extending  fondness  for  music  in  St. 
Catharines.  Amateur  vocal  talent  of  a  high  order  is  not  among  the  least  of  the 
city's  possessions.  Church  choirs  are  above  the  average.  This  standing  is  largely 
attributable  to  the  influence  of  the  Musical  Circle. 

Not  many  clubs  of  this  kind  can  show  a  better  record  of  eleven  consecutive 
seasons'  work,  characterized  throughout  by  a  high  standard  of  study,  and  by  gen- 
ial co-operation  among  the  members.  The  Circle  was  organized  in  the  Fall  of 
1890,  by  a  few  ambitious  piano  students.  Miss  Benson  was  the  first  President, 
and  Miss  MacGregor  the  first  Secretary.  Interest  grew.  More  members  were 
added — singers  as  well  as  players.  Associate  membership  was  established  in  the 
fourth  year  of  the  Club's  existence.  The  number  of  names  on  the  Roll  has  reach- 
ed nearly  one  hundred,  about  half  being  active  members. 
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A  notable  feature  of  the  present  season  is  the  formation  of  the  "ladies'  church 
class,"   under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Colin  C.  MacGregor. 

While  the  chief  work  of  the  Musical  Circle  has  been  the  performance  of  the 
best  class  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  much  study  has  been  devoted  to  the 
history  of  the  Art  in  its  many  phases,  to  biography,  current  events  and  the  num- 
erous topics  which  serve  to  build  up  an  intelligent  comprehension  of  the  subject 
of  music. 

Another  line  of  activity  has  been  the  giving  of  recitals  and  concerts  by  emi- 
nent artists,  events  that  have  been  an  inspiration  and  source  of  delight  not  only 
to  members  of  the  Circle,  but  to  the  public  at  large. 

St.  Catharines  has  acquired  the  reputation  of  being  an  exceptionally  musical 
city.  A  great  share  of  the  credit  is  due  to  the  steady  perseverance  of  the  Fort- 
nightly Musical  Circle. 

There  are  several  competent  private  teachers  of  music  in  the  city.

The  Niagara  Escarpment  or  Mountain  is  an  important  natural  source  of  in- 
dustrial wealth  to  these  municipalities.  Immediately  at  hand,  the  Mountain  con- 
tains inexhaustible  strata  of  lime  stone  and  sand  stone,  both  of  superior  quality  for 
building  purposes,  (the  immense  stone  locks  on  the  Welland  Canal  afford  an 
illustration,)  road  making  and  builders'  lime.  There  are  also  strata  of  sulphate 
of  lime  or  gypsum,  from  which  superior  hydraulic  cement  has  been  extensively 
made  for  sixty  years. 

MUSHROOMS.  In  the  extensive  underground   spaces — literally  caves 

and  passages  in  the  mountain,  created  by  the  many 
years'  excavations  for  the  cement  stone  — the  present  proprietors  for  several  years 
have  raised  large  crops  of  superior  mushrooms,  which  have  ready  sale  in  Toronto, 
Buffalo  and  other  cities.  This  industry  will  repay  a  visit.  The  locality  is  easy  of 
access  from  the  cars  of  the  N.  St.  C.  &  T.  Electric  Railway,  being  only  a  few  rods 
from  the  track.
